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AIDS, and World AIDS Day, in the Former Yugoslavia

BELGRADE — Malisha sat 
up in bed and stared at the 
dirty walls of his hospital 
room on the AIDS ward in 
Belgrade. He lazily blinked 
his big green eyes. A few flies 
buzzed about the room. 

“I’m going home today,” 
Malisha, 36, said as smoke 


from his roommate’s cigarette 
floated by his face. “I’ve been 
here a month and my infec¬ 
tion hasn’t gone away. Why 
stay here? The conditions are 
unbearable. At least at home 
I have my own clean bath¬ 
room.” 

Conditions on the AIDS 
ward at Belgrade’s Infectious 
and Tropical Disease Clinic — 
the former Yugoslavia’s only 


AIDS treatment center — have 
been slowly deteriorating 
over the past three years, the 
result of war strains on the 
Yugoslav economy and sanc¬ 
tions imposed on its republics 
of Serbia and Montenegro in 
May of 1992. 

The clinic suffers cracked 
walls, broken toilets, sporadic 
heat and hot water, and de¬ 
pleted supplies of disinfection 


solutions and products, such 
as toilet paper. 

Because the hospital lacks 
medicine, patients desiring 
treatment are forced to buy 
their own — if they can find 
and afford them. If Malish 
were to buy the medicine he 
needs, he said it would cost 
about $670 dollars a bottle. 
He needs six bottles. He said 
he doubted he could gather 


that much money, even if he 
sold his house. 

“I bought my own med¬ 
icine for 500 German marks,” 
(about $300) said Vesna, 29, 
another patient on the ward. 
“Only the people with money 
to buy medicine have a 
chance here. My parents can 
still afford to buy it. But that 
will have its end one day,

KS is Back— 

With a Difference 

AIDS, and has simply been 
dormant since then. “KS was 
present in the gay community 
before the AIDS epidemic be¬ 
gan,” Conant told Plante. “It 
was back there in the 1970s 
and large numbers of gay 
men, perhaps all gay men 
were exposed to this agent.” 

Agreement from Fauci 

The theory was seconded 
by Dr. Anthony Fauci, AIDS 
chief at the National Institutes 
of Health. Fauci told Eyewit¬ 
ness News, “I would not be 
totally surprised if we found 
out that KS is caused by a 
combination of things. Maybe 
by an agent that at this point 
is unrecognized.” 

AIDS researchers inter¬ 
viewed by KPIX believe that 
only a small number of peo¬ 
ple who carry the “KS agent” 
may develop the KS lesions, 
but Conant advises those who 
practice high-risk behavior 
and who notice any unusual 
purple spots on their skin not 
to ignore them. 

“Don’t think it couldn’t be 
KS because you’re HIV-nega¬ 
tive,” Conant said. “You 
should show that to your 
physician the next time 
you’re in, and consider having 
a biopsy done.” 

Conant says that KS is 
treatable and the cases they’re 
seeing in HIV-negative people 
don’t appear to be fatal. But 
because the disease is pro¬ 
gressive over time, more le¬ 
sions may follow. 

Although KS may be a sig¬ 
nal of the onset of AIDS, this 
new evidence points to a sep¬ 
arate origin for KS. Before 
AIDS, it was most common 
among Mediterranean men, 
but these cases — in the so- 
called “high risk groups” most 
associated with AIDS — are a 
mystery.

Lately doctors have no¬ 
ticed that Kaposi’s Sarcome 
(KS), the skin cancer com¬ 
monly associated with AIDS, 
is making a comeback — but 
with a difference. Now it is 
also appearing in gay men 
and others who are HIV-neg¬ 
ative, San Francisco’s KPIX 
5 Eyewitness News reported 
in an exclusive story this 
week.

Channel 5 openly gay re¬ 
porter and anchorperson 
Hank Plante has uncovered 
six such cases in San Francis¬ 
co so far, plus a dozen more 
in New York and at least 28 
cases nationally, most of them 
fitting the same profile as the 
first people in whom AIDS 
was diagnosed in America: 
young gay men in urban set¬ 
tings. Some doctors believe 
that these men contracted KS 
through sexual contact; at 
least one specifically believes 
the disease may be spread 
during unprotected anal sex. 

San Francisco AIDS spe¬ 
cialist Dr. Marcus Conant, 
who treats three of the HIV¬ 
negative KS cases, believes 
that the cancer is caused by 
an agent separate from HIV. 
Conant says the agent proba¬ 
bly spread through the gay 
community even before

Harvey Milk Mourned, 
Recalled, and Serenaded

At 7:30 p.m. on Saturday, 
November 27, hundreds of 
San Franciscans marched 
from the Castro to City Hall 
to commemorate the assassi¬ 
nation fifteen years ago of the 
city’s first openly gay supervi¬ 
sor Harvey Milk. 

Milk, whom author Randy 
Shilts named “The Mayor of 
Castro Street” in a book with 


the same title, was fatally 
shot along with then-mayor 
George Moscone. Like the in¬ 
famous Stonewall incident in 
New York, Milk’s assassina¬ 
tion became a major political 
rallying point for gay rights 
and more public visibility for 
San Francisco’s homosexual 
community. 

Prior to the candlelight 
march, a brief ceremony was 
held at 7 p.m., highlighted by 


the dedication of a bronze 
plaque honoring Milk at the 
site of his former camera 
shop, where The Skin Zone is 
now located between 18th 
and 19th streets. 

Also present at the dedica¬ 
tion ceremony were speakers 
Tom Ammiano, Harry Britt, 
Dennis Peron, Wayne Friday, 
Scott Smith, and other close 
friends of Milk.

Texans Choose Hate Over Jobs

GEORGETOWN, TEXAS 
— On Tuesday, November 30, 
a Texas county denied a tax 
break sought by Apple Com¬ 
puter for a new facility, be¬ 
cause the company’s employ¬ 
ee benefits plan covers same- 
sex partners. 

The decision is likely to 
cause Williamson County to 
lose the proposed $80 million, 
nine-building complex in 
Round Rock, just north of 
Austin, along with the 700 
jobs it would have created. 

Lisa Byrne, group public 
relations manager for Apple 


USA, said that Apple officials 
were disappointed at the deci¬ 
sion and will be evaluating all 
their options. “It is unlikely 
we will relocate in William¬ 
son County,” she added. 

Apple currently employes 
700 people at a temporary, 
leased facility in Austin. 
Byrne said she did not know 
if Apple will now consider 
building the permanent facil¬ 
ity in Austin, which is known 
for its liberal politics. 

The Austin City Council 
recently adopted an employee 
benefits policy for city work¬ 
ers that is similar to Apple’s 
policy, which provides insur¬ 


ance coverage and other ben¬ 
efits to its employees’ domes¬ 
tic partners. 

Williamson County com¬ 
missioners voted 3-2 against 
Apple’s request for a tax 
abatement on the project. 
Three of the commissioners 
said they believed Apple’s 
benefits policy goes against 
the conservative community’s 
moral values. 

Commissioner William 
Boatright said previously that 
Apple’s policy would “attract 
people who are in those kinds 
of relationships, and I don’t 
want to encourage that kind 
of activity.” ▼

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Continuum Successfully 
Settles Lawsuit with Medi-Cal

An $87,000 settlement to a 
lawsuit, filed by Continuum 
HIV Day Services against the 
California State Department 
of Health Services, was final¬ 
ized out of court on Wednes¬ 
day, November 17. 

The suit, filed last August, 
charged that the state Health 
Department discriminated 
against Continuum’s clients 
because Medi-Cal consistently 
denied reimbursement for 
services for people with 
AIDS at the self-described 
Adult Day Health Center. 

Repeated efforts to resolve 
the situation had proved fruit¬ 
less, according to Continuum 
spokesperson Michael Veit. 

Veit told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that shortly after the 
suit was filed, the state’s 
Health Department requested 
that the case be settled out of 
court and agreed to reim¬ 
burse Continuum for the dis¬ 
puted services. 

“More importantly, in 
what represents a victory for 
people with AIDS who seek 
adult day health care, the 
state agreed to formally rec¬ 
ognize the special needs of 
people with AIDS within the 
adult day health care system,” 
Veit said. 

According to Veit, the 
state has agreed to change 
current guidelines for Medi- 
Cal reimbursement of adult 
day health services: at pre¬ 
sent, the guidelines are orient¬ 


ed only toward services for 
the elderly. As part of the set¬ 
tlement, new guidelines will 
also address the adult day 
health center needs of non-el- 
derly people with AIDS. 

Continuum is the only 
such licensed center of its 
kind in California. 

During the billing dispute 
with the state, Continuum re¬ 
ceived a one-time emergency 
grant of an estimated $260,000 
of Ryan White Care funds, 
through the city’s Health De¬ 
partment. 


“It’s the only adult day 
health center [for people with 
AIDS and HIV] and what we 
want to do is continue exist¬ 
ing services,” AIDS Office Di¬ 
rector Dr. Mitch Katz told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We’re 
essentially talking about 40 
patients a day, most who 
have drug use and mental 
health problems and no other 
place to go, and everybody 
likes the program.” 

The agency will bid for 
next fiscal year’s Ryan White 
funds in June, Veit said. ▼ 


American Airlines Blasted 
By Jordan, Supported by SFAF

Mayor Frank Jordan last 
week signed two resolutions 
urging American Airlines to 
implement mandatory AIDS 
awareness and education 
classes for its employees. 

The legislation was intro¬ 
duced by Supervisor Carole 
Migden at the Board of Su¬ 
pervisor’s meeting on Mon¬ 
day, November 22, in re¬ 
sponse to the mistreatment of 
Timothy Holless, a passenger 
from San Francisco with 
AIDS who was abused by 
American Airlines flight at¬ 
tendants. 

Migden’s resolutions call 
on the San Francisco Airport 
Commission to urge Ameri¬ 
can Airlines to train employ¬ 
ees about HIV disease and 
AIDS, and also urges the city 
and county to lobby local con¬ 
gressional representatives to 
require the federal govern¬ 
ment to require airlines to 
train their employees in issues 
regarding HIV and AIDS. 

“Given the high volume of 
travelers that fly American, 
it is troubling to learn of its 
employees’ lack of knowledge 
about AIDS and HIV dis¬ 
ease,” stated Mayor Jordan. 

“This legislation is meant 
to be constructive, to avoid 
any future problems for those 
suffering from a disease that 
is obviously misunderstood. It 
also encourages the airlines to 
take this opportunity to learn 


the facts,” Jordan said. 

In the November 14 inci¬ 
dent, Holless was asked to 
leave the plane because he 
had given himself a medica¬ 
tion infusion through a plastic 
intravenous shunt in his ab¬ 
domen and because he had 
Kaposi’s lesions on his face 
that flight attendants claimed 
were open and oozing. 

Holless was told, according 
to an eyewitness, that he 
would not be allowed to fly 
and was asked to leave the 
plane, but stayed in his seat 
and firmly stated that he 
wasn’t leaving. 

American Airlines called 
the Chicago police, who then 
dragged Holless off the plane, 
reportedly on his belly. 

Second incident in 1993 

The incident is the second 
HIV controversy this year in¬ 
volving American Airlines. 

The first occurred last 
April after the March on 
Washington, when an em¬ 
ployee issued an internal 
memo asking for a complete 
change of blankets and pil¬ 
lows on a flight that had car¬ 
ried gay activists from the 
march. 

American was forced to 
publicly apologize after the 
memo was leaked to the gay 
press. 

The Holless incident has 
been a public relations disas¬ 
ter for the troubled airline, 
which has been a local spon¬ 
sor of the 1993 AIDS walk

and a provided a $25,000 in 
kind donation to support the 
1993 Dance-A-Thon, which 
raised funds for the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation and 
other groups. 

In a letter to Migden, the 
day she introduced the resolu¬ 
tions, SFAF Board president 
Lance Yoshida wrote that 
“American has provided solid 
support” for a variety of 
AIDS organizations. 

SFAF Executive Director 
Pat Christen said the letter to 
Migden was not an attempt to 
sway policy, but simply to 
clarify American’s record 
with SFAF. She said the 
AIDS Foundation does not 
condone or absolve the airline 
for its treatment of Holless, 
but she praised its many Bay 
Area employees who are ac¬ 
tive in the annual AIDS walk 
and Dance-A-Thon. ▼

Town Hall Meeting Mobilizes 
Marin County's Gay Community

Greeted by a thunderous 
standing ovation, former San 
Francisco Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg, the highest rank¬ 
ing lesbian in the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration, kicked off an 
historic event on Saturday, 
November 20 — Marin Coun¬ 
ty’s First Town Hall Meeting 
for Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
and Supporting Communities. 

A crowd of more than 400 
packed College of Marin’s 01- 
ney Hall from 1-5 p.m. to hear 
Achtenberg speak and to tar¬ 
get urgent political and social 
concerns that affect the gay 
community here. 

“Thank you all for stand¬ 
ing up for me,” said an emo¬ 
tional Achtenberg, who 
fought back tears throughout 
her address. “It’s been an up- 
and-down year. We’ve felt the 
euphoria of victory and the 
despair of defeat.” Citing the 
recent loss of New York’s 
pro-gay mayor David Dinkins 
and the repeal of gay rights 
ordinances in several states, 
Achtenberg encouraged the 
audience to fight back. 

“If people are inclined to 
draw back and become cyni¬ 
cal,” she said, “then it’s our 
job to beckon them forward.” 
Achtenberg expressed her 
gratitude to U.S. Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer, one of the few in 
Washington, D.C., she said, 
who did not shrink away 
from Achtenberg’s appoint¬ 
ment to HUD or from the 
cause of gay rights. “She 
stood up for me — for us — to 
all the naysayers.” 

Warriors and lovers 

On a lighter note, Achten¬ 
berg drew appreciative laugh¬ 
ter when she observed that 
the Town Hall was filled 
“with old warriors and old 
lovers. 

“I see a few of mine out 
there,” she quipped. 

Upbeat and flawlessly or¬ 
ganized, the Town Hall was 
the brainchild of a grassroots 
committee that formed last 
summer, when members of 
San Francisco’s gay activist 
group The Alliance suggested 
to Marin attorney Faye 
D’Opal that it was time for 
the gay community here to 
mobilize politically. The com¬ 
mittee moved quickly, enlist¬ 
ing the sponsorship of Sena¬ 
tor Barbara Boxer, Represen¬ 
tative Lynn Woolsey, Assem¬ 
blywoman Vivien Bronshvag, 


four Marin supervisors, and 
several local gay activist 
groups. 

After the opening session, 
participants broke into small¬ 
er focus groups. Sheryl Gold¬ 
berg of the Marin County 
Commission on the Status of 
Women led the panel called 
“City and county boards and 
commissions: How to use 
them, what they do, how to 
get appointed.” Panelists 
Mark Goftstein (ANGLE), 
Larry Bittner (Marin Human 
Rights Commission), Roy 
Bateman (Marin Community 
Development), and Alex 
Diefenbach (community ac¬ 
tivist) described some of the 
1,000 appointments available, 
including lesser known posi¬ 
tions with sewer districts and 
neighborhood lightingboards, 
as well as the boards of non¬ 
profits. 

It’s a good time for the gay 
community to get involved, 
said Bateman. “Only 33 per¬ 
cent of appointed officials are 
women, and the percentage of 
gays is really small.” He rec¬ 
ommended participants order 
the League of Women Voters’ 
brochure, “Your County 
Marin,” in which many ser¬ 
vice opportunities are describ¬ 
ed. (Telephone 459-0290) 

“How can we access our 
community resources? What 
can we do to strengthen com¬ 
munication among organiza¬ 
tions?” asked the Resources 
and Communication Panel. 
Co-chaired by David Lelewer 
of Marin AIDS Project (MAP) 
and Veneita Porter, executive 
director of Spectrum Center 
for Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Con¬ 
cerns, panelists included Zal¬ 
man Rosenfeld from MAP, 
Kenny Altman from GLAAD, 
Milton Estes, M.D., from the 
ACLU, Ed Wright from The 
Slant newspaper and Becky 
Cone of Parents/Friends of 
Lesbians and Gays. 

“Tolerance land?" 

There was “kneeling room 
only” in the Resources work¬ 
shop, said Veneita Porter, 
who reported that partici¬ 
pants voiced their desire to 
form an action committee to 
respond to the anti-gay agen¬ 
da of the religious right. “The 
IJ [Independent Journal 
newspaper] says we live in 
‘tolerance land,”’ stated 
Porter when the assembly re¬ 
convened. “It’s only because 
many of us have been so qui¬ 
et. We need to be ready to 


handle flak when it comes up. 
The Church of Love in Ac¬ 
tion and Exodus are in 
Marin,” said Porter. “And 
they are anti-gay.” 

The Elections and Elected 
Officials panel focused on 
how to get gay people elected 
to public office and how to 
participate in political cam¬ 
paigns. Former Santa Cruz 
mayor John Laird co-chaired 
the panel with feminist 
lawyer Kay Tsenin, a founder 
of Marin Abused Women’s 
Services and a former candi¬ 
date for Supervisor in Marin. 
Summarizing their session, 
Town Hall organizer Steve 
Carroll stated that “to simply 
be gay is not enough to be 
elected. You have to reach out 
to other communities in addi¬ 
tion to your gay base, as 
Harvey Milk reached out to the 
Asian community and to the 
elderly. You have to have a 
broad constituency and em¬ 
brace other issues that are 
more commanding.” 

“Politics is unmercifully 
expensive,” Carroll said. 
“Some day we’ll have public 
financing of campaigns and it 
won’t be that way. Until then, 
be willing to help raise the 
money. 

“Lastly,” he continued, “ev¬ 
ery campaign needs a hard¬ 
core group of volunteers to 
get out the vote. Elections are 
about numbers, and if you 
can get the numbers out — tar¬ 
get people who don’t always 
vote; drive people to the polls 
— you can win.” 

Melanie Burnett, who facil¬ 
itated “Community Issues: A 
Speak-Out,” citing the follow¬ 
ing concerns as those most 
frequently voiced by her 
workshop participants: 

•The need for a gay/les¬ 
bian/bisexual community cen¬ 
ter; 

•The desire for cohesive¬ 
ness and networking among 
the gay/lesb ian/bisexual/trans¬ 
gender communities and the 
agencies that serve them; 

•The need for greater vis¬ 
ibility in the gay community 
(to overcome social and polit¬ 
ical isolation);

Fallen Tower Loses 
Discrimination Suit

The stars don’t shine so 
brightly in Jeremiah Tower’s, 
bejewelled tiara of Northern 
California restaurants this 
week, after a San Francisco 
Superior Court jury last week 
awarded a former employee 
$30,000 in wages and dam¬ 
ages. The employee charged, 
and the jury believed, that 
Tower fired the terminally ill 
employee right before Christ¬ 
mas 1991 simply because he 
had AIDS. 

The jury awarded the sum 
to Rolando Iglesias, the plain¬ 
tiff in the anti-AIDS discrim¬ 
ination lawsuit, who is cur¬ 
rently hospitalized in the ad¬ 
vanced stages of AIDS. 

The lawsuit was originally 
thrown out of court by Judge 
William Cahill, who said that 
Iglesias had failed to prove 
that Tower knew he was gay, 
but the suit was reinstated af¬ 
ter Iglesias’ attorney Steven 
Schectmann released four 
sworn statements from for¬ 
mer employees indicating 
that Tower frequently specu¬ 
lated on employees’ sexual 
orientation and whether their 
illnesses were AIDS related. 


The suit claimed that Igle¬ 
sias was fired on a pretext 
from Stars Restaurant, an in¬ 
ternationally acclaimed eatery 
owned by Tower, and that 
shortly before he fired Igle¬ 
sias, Tower had complained 
to his staff that he was “tired 
of paying health insurance 
costs” for “people’s indiscre¬ 
tion in their bedrooms.” 

The case went to the jury 
on November 24 following 
two weeks of trial, after out 
of court settlement proposals 
were rejected as inadequate by 
Iglesias. 

“Tower’s testimony was 
impeached by his previous 
testimony. He was totally ar¬ 
rogant,” said Jane Grieco, co¬ 
counsel in the case. 

According to Grieco, the 
damages awarded were low 
because the jurors were un¬ 
clear about what amount of 
punitive damages were justifi¬ 
able in the case, but she said 
that all but two of the jurors 
were completely convinced 
that Towers had fired Iglesias 
because he was suffering 
from HIV disease after the 
waiter returned to work from 
a month’s absence caused by 
a bout of pneumonia. T 


S.F. PWAs Go to Pot 

...But Only for Medicinal Purposes, Of Course...

On Wednesday, November 
24, Mayor Frank M. Jordan 
signed three resolutions advo¬ 
cating the compassionate use 
of marijuana for people with 
AIDS and other terminal ill¬ 
nesses. 

The three resolutions, 
sponsored by Supervisor An¬ 
gela Alioto, called for the pas¬ 
sage of state and federal laws 
to allow the use of the herb 
for medical reasons such as 
pain control, appetite stimula¬ 
tion, and relief of glaucoma. 

The resolutions, passed by 
the Board of Supervisors on 
November 15, now become 
the official policy of the City 
and County of San Francisco, 
and enable the city’s state and 
federal health lobbyists to ad¬ 
vocate for the decriminaliza¬ 
tion of the medical use of the 
drug. 

Both lesbian Supervisors 
Susan Leal and Carole 
Migden support the measures. 

A third resolution also 
signed by Jordan called on the 
San Francisco Department of 
Health to address the medical 
use of marijuana to reduce 
substance abuse and HIV in 
the Health Department’s an¬ 
nual master plan. 

“In face of institutional in¬ 
difference to suffering caused 
by AIDS or breast cancer, 
safe and legal alternatives 
must be available,” said

Robert Oakes, the Mayor’s 
lesbian and gay liaison. 

“Mayor Jordan under¬ 
stands how this affects the 
daily lives of people living 
with illness. That is why he 
signed these resolutions,” 
Oakes said. 

“It’s one more step toward 
the legalization. Now we have 
the state representatives on 
our side and our congression¬ 
al representative on our side, 
and it’s only a question of 
when and how,” said Dennis 
Peron, a longtime hemp ac¬ 
tivist. 

Peron’s proposal to amend 
the state Health and Safety 
Code, to allow for the cultiva¬ 
tion and possession of ten 


marijuana plants for personal 
medical use, will be intro¬ 
duced in January. 

A proposal by Representa¬ 
tive Nancy Pelosi, to change 
federal drug regulations that 
restrict physicians from pre¬ 
scribing the drug, will also be 
introduced on the floor of the 
Congress early next year, ac¬ 
cording to Peron. 

San Francisco voters have 
already approved Proposition 
P, a ballot measure saying 
that it was the will of the cit¬ 
izenry that enforcement of 
anti-pot laws should be 
among the lowest police pri¬ 
orities. ▼

Watching a Terrifying Eclipse 

Two strange occurrences last weekend brought a number 
of San Franciscans out of their cozy homes and on to the rain- 
soaked streets: the first was the Milk/Moscone memorial 
march, and the other was the lunar eclipse. Both events made 
us think about times gone by, and about the phenomenon of 
urban adaptation. 

We wondered, as we looked at the moon disappearing over¬ 
head Sunday night, what it must have been like in the past, be¬ 
fore anyone was able to know in advance that things like 
eclipses would happen. Did people cry and pray, resolve to try 
to get along without the moon, or turn their backs and ignore 
it? How did they handle the fear and the sense of isolation? 

The night before, we wondered at the march what it was 
like in the past, before we became calloused to the deaths of 
the former supervisor and mayor. Fifteen years ago, people did 
cry and pray, and resolved to try to get along without them, 
but they did not turn their backs and ignore it. And we won¬ 
dered, how do we learn how to handle fear and the sense of 
isolation half so well as they did? 

Unfortunately, far too few people showed up to remember 
Milk and Moscone in 1993. Once again, what should have been 
a majestic throng was a little piddling, especially to the eye of 
television cameras; they may add ten pounds to a person, but 
they don’t add people to a crowd. The lack of response from 
the lesbian and gay community can be blamed on the rain, of 
course, but that isn’t really enough. We know that the White 
Night riots and the Stonewall riots would have happened in 
a tornado, and that there probably wouldn’t have been all that 
many more last Saturday even if the skies had been clear and 
the temperatures had reached 80 degrees. In fact, that’s prob¬ 
ably what the lack of response would have been blamed on. 

We could have found excuses to miss the event too, and 
stay dry inside. But the time for relaxing cannot last forever. 
Now we have to look out our windows, or into the TV screen, 
or in the papers, to see what is unfolding before us; a country 
swiftly caught in a state-by-state battle to dismantle the rights 
of all homosexuals. And we have to ask ourselves: where are 
we? 

Where are we while the fundamentalists Christians, starving 
for more publicity, leak excerpts from the miscreant Lou Shel¬ 
don’s speech at the Hamilton Square Baptist Church? Are we 
manning the telephones to local and national politicians, like 
the busybody spinsters of the TVC? Or are we out to brunch? 
Are we buying our own television station to run our programs, 
as fundies have done with CBN and the 700 Club, with our 
supposedly fabulous disposable income, or instead consuming 
useless symbols of our rainbow freedom while these freedoms 
are corroded daily by the minions of homophobes and hypo¬ 
critical pederast preachers? Are we fighting back, or are we 
out to brunch? 

Showing up for memorials, marches, and demonstrations is 
only a small part of our network of visibility, but it is a strong 
part. Not only do those events show others our solidarity, but 
they serve to galvanize our emotions, hopes, and grief. 

Staying at home and being good gay consumers may well 
serve the catalogs and marketing vultures eager to addict us 
to their alcohol, cigarettes, and red ribbon perfumes (!!!), but 
it does little to sway the lawmakers who determine whether 
our love is still a felony. No amount of gay-positive sitcoms 
will overturn the sodomy laws in 23 states. No amount of 
bench-pressing will make your muscular body any more legal 
to fuck in those 23 states. No amount of shopping will make 
discriminating stores become gay-positive. No amount of fre¬ 
quent flyer miles will improve American Airlines’ behavior. 

Persistent, dogged, unrelenting pressure is the best weapon 
to align the corporations, the Congress, and even the President 
— who thinks a meeting with religious leaders will inform him 
about AIDS. Now, perhaps he could meet with AIDS admin¬ 
istrators to find out more about denying churches tax-free sta¬ 
tus as a multi-million dollar source for funding AIDS research 
and prevention. 

As long as we allow the lunacy of the OCA and the fascist 
tactics of skinhead bombers to continue, as long as multination¬ 
al corporations are allowed to drag us from their planes, as 
long as entire states can vote to boot homos from their bor¬ 
ders, we can become increasingly cynical, apathetic, and re¬ 
sourceless — or we can get up and fight back. How many more 
martyrs do we need? 

And how many brunches, really? ▼

Emulate Thine Enemy

The 1987 March on Washington was a turn¬ 
ing point for our movement. All who made the 
pilgrimage were politically and spiritually 
strengthened by the mere sight of so many of 
us. Five years later, after a period of fervent or¬ 
ganizing, we came back to Washington. 

But in 1993, the procession was more parade 
than march, more celebration than rally. Per¬ 
haps that’s why, as I look back on last spring’s 
event, I sense it was an expensive failure, and 
I feel an emptiness of spirit. I wonder: What 
have we gained from the ’93 March? How 
many of us have joined an organization? How 
did we get a million people to Washington, at 
a cost of tens of millions, when all our national 
groups put together have fewer than 500,000 of 
us on their mailing lists? And how did we end 
up humiliated, with a codification of the mili¬ 
tary’s anti-gay ban? 

I fear our loss on that issue is emblematic of 
a more fundamental problem: we simply 
haven’t organized a real movement. When I 
look back on the last five years of organizing, 
I see that our strategies have mostly failed us. 

While many of us focused on trying to get 
heterosexuals to like us — through lobbying, en¬ 
couraging our people to come out, and giving 
our money to heterosexual politicians, trying to 
buy their support — the militant groups, most 
notably ACT UP and its progeny Queer Na¬ 
tion, renounced the apologetic “please-like-me” 
tactics of the other groups, with cries of “We’re 
here, we’re queer, get used to it.” 

The militants’ strategy recognized that our 
movement had no significant national base, 
and used the couple thousand militant activists 
around the country to create the appearance of 
a large, vocal movement. The tactic was wildly 
successful. For the first time in history, we con¬ 
stantly showed up on televisions and in news¬ 
paper headlines. 

And the strategy won some real gains. 


AIDS funding has been significantly increased, 
and we have a voice on how the money’s 
spent. Hollywood is moving from homophobic 
portrayals to gay-positive themes. The practice 
of outing reluctantly created new banner hold¬ 
ers like David Geffen and Liz Smith, and effec¬ 
tively silenced some of our closeted enemies. 

Yet the militants’ strategy has limitations: 
They could deliver us to the front pages, but 
did not have the strength to deliver a national 
political victory. We could get a million people 
to the Capitol Mall, but we did not influence 
Congress. Our failure to have a real, broad- 
based movement, instead of the media-created 
fiction of one, has left us scrambling for some 
answers. Where do we go from here? 

When the military issue came up in January, 
we didn’t get focused quickly enough and our 
national organizations and media did an inad¬ 
equate job of articulating to the community 
why the issue was important. Unfortunately, 
the left-wing perspective of many of our lead¬ 
ers made them squeamish about working for 
inclusiveness in a military they have often 
worked to disband. The uninformed masses in 
our movement were left to question what the 
military issue had to do with them. 

And we lost on the military issue because 
we have a fundamental misunderstanding 
about how Washington works. Congress is 
moved by constituent lobbying. It’s the folks 
actively involved in the process — by writing, 
calling, visiting, or harassing their member of 
Congress — not the passive poll responders, 
that determine national policy. American pol¬ 
itics is about power, not fairness. Remember, 
Sam Nunn had openly gay senior staff, yet was 
out biggest enemy. He says he likes us, but so 
what? He did what plays well back home, and 
in the end, so did Clinton. 

We have also mis-focused on trying to buy 
heterosexual politicians. If we took all the mon¬ 
ey we’re giving to politicians, and used it to

Muzzio The Muse 

I continuously read of the plight of gays and lesbians 
in the military who are thwarted in expressing their 
sexual orientation by the new “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy. As a Viet Nam vet and longstanding gay man 
myself, I can’t see what all the fuss is about. Coming 
out seems all so simple to me. If I sincerely wanted 
to come out in the military, I think it could be done 
quite easily. For example, why not try this approach: 

Scene: A crowded mess hall. Coming out without 
telling. Ding, ding, ding (I tap on a water glass). “Ex¬ 
cuse me, friends and fellow military personnel. I have 
an announcement to make. I would like to express my 
sexual preference at this time. Unfortunately, I can¬ 
not, as I am forbidden by the Department of Defense 
policy of ‘Don’t ask, Don’t tell.’ Therefore, I am not go¬ 
ing to tell you anything as I value my career and my 
perks. Likewise, you cannot ask me to specify, as you 
are not allowed to ask of sexual preferences. However, 
if anyone in this room is so dense as to not understand 
this announcement, he or she should likely not be tak¬ 
ing on the responsibility of defending this country in 
any case.” 

I have also noticed that although the military for¬ 
bids the asking of soldiers and recruits whether they 
are gay, it does not forbid the asking of whether or not 
they are straight. It seems to follow, therefore, that one 
could determine the gay recruits and troops by a sim¬ 
ple process of elimination. Try this one for size: 

Captain Bigotti speaking. “Alright you recruits, I 
want all of the straight men and women among you 
to stand up.” Those who remain seated are address¬ 
ed: ‘Why are some of you not standing?” To which one 
woman replies: “Sir, we are not allowed to discuss our 
sexual orientation.” Whereupon the outraged captain 
replies: “Well, then, if you are not straight, are you 
gay?” To which the recruit replies “You may not ask.” 

Anyone who has ever been in the military learns 
that much of military life is a game. One simply must 
learn to play the game. The new game is simply this: 
If you actually want to be both in the military and gay, 
don’t just come right out and say “I am gay.” Come 
right out and say “I can’t discuss my sexual orienta¬ 
tion.”

WASC Warped 

The following letter was sent to Debra 
Saunders of the San Francisco Chronicle: 

In a recent column in your publication (Thought Po¬ 
lice, Diversity Patrol), Nov. 12, you refine even more 
your well-developed technique of newspeak, saying 
the opposite of what is true. You accuse the Western 
Association of Schools and Colleges (WASC), an ac¬ 
crediting agency, of being “politically correct” (would 
you rather they be “socially mistaken”?) for taking ac¬ 
count of diversity at the schools which ask for its ac¬ 
creditation. You imply that women’s colleges like 
Mills — which does not admit men as undergraduates 
but which has a strong commitment to diversity of 
race, sexual orientation, ethnicity and disability — 
should be forced to admit men.

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More Light, Not Light Bulbs 

The San Francisco Chronicle recently reported that 
four San Francisco clubs catering to gay men are be¬ 
ing threatened with closure by the Department of 
Public Health over unsafe sex and citing the lack of 
lighting as a problem. It took the DPH five weeks of 
investigating the lack of lighting and now determin¬ 
ing whether there is sufficient evidence to warrant 
closing them? How much more evidence is necessary 
from an environment that will always have the high 
possibility of risk of contributing to the HIV/AIDS 
case load here in The City? Ten years ago there was 
great discussion around the issue of closing bath 
houses due to their environment, sexual behavior of 
patrons and risk factors in those environments. Have 
we forgotten what is at stake here? Or are we just con¬ 
cerned about the pleasure of releasing one’s emotional 
fluid? 

In a May, 1993 study reported by the San Francis¬ 
co DPH, 425 young gay men between the ages of 17 
and 22 surveyed were still at risk for HIV infection be¬ 
cause of their unsafe sexual behavior, with the highest 
infection rate among black gay males at 21.2 percent, 
followed by gay Latino males at 9.5 percent, gay white 
males at 8.1 percent and 4.2 for gay Asian-Pacific 
Islanders. 

Since the four clubs all cater to gay men seeking 
public anonymous sex (according to Dr. Mitchell Katz, 
Director of the San Francisco AIDS Office), my ques¬ 
tion is: why is this high risk disaster continuing that 
is supposed to have the support from various HIV 
Community-Based Organizations (CBOs) in San Fran¬ 
cisco in disseminating primary HIV/AIDS prevention 
and education services to populations of high risk gay 
men? No doubt, there are some CBOs in San Fran¬ 
cisco which have made a concerted effort to get the 
message across to this population: to engage in high 
risk sexual behavior will result in death — period. But 
apparently, a sense of ignorance or belief in one’s im¬ 
mortality outweighs HIV/AIDS prevention messages 
and advice. 

Are CBOs, the Dept, of Public Health and the SF 
AIDS Office being complacent in their approach to 
disseminating an important message? And the 
message is that a high prevalence of anonymous un¬ 
safe sex increases one’s chances of becoming HIV in¬ 
fected. And is the gay community as a whole 
becoming complacent in allowing or feeling a need 
for “business” people to make a profit by operating 
anonymous sex clubs that carry high liabilities? 

Many gay and bisexual men and women are at very 
high risk of being infected and dying of HIV/AIDS due 
to the high prevalence of anonymous unsafe sex. And, 
an environment such as an anonymous public sex club 
does not encourage individual intimacy or to negotiate 
safer sex and condom use. 

For some time, the SF AIDS Office and the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation have advocated the usage 
of these sex clubs as a means of disseminating primary 
HIV/AIDS prevention and education. Perhaps more 
light needs to be placed on this approach. For the most 
part, the vast majority of gay men attending these sex 
clubs are younger gay men who have not gotten the 
“message” or have not been exposed to older gay men 
that are still alive to deliver a safe message about one’s 
risk factor or sexual behavior within these sex clubs. 
These sex clubs are not “a community service.” These 
public anonymous sex clubs have all the risk factors 
as the bath houses did more than 10 years ago — with 
or without lights — clean or not clean.

Super Bill 

P resident Bill Clinton 
has been in the Oval 
Office less than a 
year, and as one of

Plus, 
after years of presidential ve¬ 
toes, Clinton got the family 
leave bill enacted; he pushed 
through a law that gave mili¬ 
tary women the right to have 
abortions; won a hard-fought 
budget battle without wreck¬ 
ing the economy; and has be¬ 
gun to put into place a plan 
that will increase federal gov¬ 
ernment efficiency. 

Add to this the fact that a 
workable health-care reform 
plan is about to become real¬ 
ity, and the voters will almost 
assuredly forget the early em¬ 
barrassments of the first Clin¬ 
ton year (the snafus over find¬ 
ing an Attorney General, the 
White House travel office 
mess, and, yes, maybe even 
the firestorm over the way 
Clinton and his defense secre¬ 
tary mishandled the gays-in- 
the-military issue).

Politics and people 

As San Francisco’s Afri¬ 
can-American community 
looks hard for a consensus 


candidate for supervisor next 
year, the sense is that Health 
Commissioner Arthur Jackson 
might get the nod. Police 
Commissioner Clothilde 
Hewlett, one of the brightest 
women around, is said to be 
interested in a political (or ju¬ 
dicial) future, but the young 
attorney tells me she “defi¬ 
nitely” will not be a candidate 
for supe next year. 

As for the gay and lesbian 
community and its candi¬ 
dates, from where I sit, I 
could well envision a scenario 
where both incumbents Car¬ 
ole Migden and Susan Leal 
keep their seats while School 
Board President Tom Ammi- 
ano picks up the seat being 
left vacant by Bill Maher’s 
forced retirement. 

President Clinton current¬ 
ly has a total of 46 federal 
judgeships to fill, including 
several in California, but we 
will have to wait until 
Congress comes back from re¬ 
cess on January 25 before we 
know whether or not the 
White House will appoint 
that long-awaited gay or les¬ 
bian federal judge in North¬ 
ern California. 

Locally, the Democratic 
Party is said to be frantically 
looking for a strong candidate 
to oppose Independent state 
Senator Quentin Kopp next 
year. The names most often 
mentioned: City Attorney 
Louise Renne, Supervisor 
Tom Hsieh and former San 
Mateo Supe Tom Nolan. 

Speaker Willie Brown and 
Supes Angela Alioto and 
Kevin Shelley are among 
those throwing a fundraiser 
champagne brunch reception 
for Assemblymember Rusty 
Areias, candidate for the 
Democratic state controller 
nomination, at 235 16th Street 
on Sunday, December 12 (441- 
9176 for information). 

And Supervisor Carole 
Migden and Wilkes Bashford 
invite you to a “Holiday Feast 
and Concert,” a 2220 Sacra¬ 
mento benefit for one of my 
favorite groups, Mobilization 
Against AIDS ($150 per tick¬ 
et; 431-2852 for information). 

Senator Barbara Boxer 
will sign her book, Strangers 
in the Senate: Politics and the 
New Revolution of Women 
in America, at Stacey’s Book¬ 
store, 531 Market, on Decem¬ 
ber 17 from noon till 1 p.m. 

And incidentally, one of 
the hottest paperbacks out at 
the moment has to be Joseph 
Steffan’s Gays and the Mili¬ 
tary (Princeton University 
Press, $14.95). Steffan, one of 
the ten highest-ranking mid¬ 
shipmen in his class at the 
U.S. Naval Academy, had a 
promising career as a naval 


officer until he admitted he 
was gay. The documents in 
Steffan’s book are taken from 
the suit he filed against the 
Defense Department over his 
subsequent dismissal (Oliver 
Gasch, the judge in Steffan’s 
suit, referred to the midship¬ 
man as a “homo” during the 
case). Two weeks ago, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals or¬ 
dered the Navy to reinstate 
Steffan. 

Singer Liza Minnelli ob¬ 
served yesterday’s World 
AIDS Day by performing a 
new AIDS anthem, “The Day 
After That,” at the UN in 
New York. Minnelli recorded 
the song, from the current 
Broadway hit musical Kiss of 
the Spider Woman, as part 
of a campaign to raise public 
awareness and funds (all 
monies from the record will 
go to fight the disease), and 
she performs it with 70 musi¬ 
cians and 120 singers, includ¬ 
ing members of the New 
York Gay Men’s Chorus. Ms. 
Minnelli says about the song: 
“It’s about the war against de¬ 
spair, the war against this 
devastating plague that we’re 
going through, and about 
hope. This song is our call to 
arms; every war has its an¬ 
them, and we now have this 
anthem for the war against 
AIDS.” 

In Boston, gay and lesbian 
activists, many close to that 
state’s Republican Governor 
William Weld, are protesting 
the nomination of former 
state Senator Edward Kirby 
as an appeals judge for the 
Department of Industrial Ac¬ 
cidents. Kirby once equated 
gays with pedophiles while 
opposing gay rights in the 
’80s. Though he has apolo¬ 
gized for his comments, 
Weld, often called the most 
pro-gay governor in the na¬ 
tion, is said to be reconsider¬ 
ing the appointment. 

Friends and supporters of 
Supervisor Susan Leal, ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan to fill Roberta Achten- 
berg’s seat, will hold an elec¬ 
tion campaign kickoff soiree 
for her on December 9, 6-8 
p.m., at Trader Vic’s ($150; 
495-4910 for information). 

Last Saturday’s Candle¬ 
light March marking the 15th 
anniversary of the murders of 
Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone was, despite the rain 
and lousy weather, one that 
should make us all proud. It 
was good seeing friends that I 
haven’t seen for too many 
years (some since Harvey 
died), and I was pleased to be 
part of the event. Thanks and 
a “well-done” to all those re¬ 
sponsible for a memorable 
night. ▼

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Beyond Contentment

A lthough there is a 
great deal about my 
biological family for 
which I am thankful, 
this past Thanksgiving was 
one that allowed me to bask 
in the warmth of one of the 
families I’ve found here in 
San Francisco. A friend of¬ 
fered to cook a turkey and as¬ 
sembled a queer-style “fami¬ 
ly” gathering for an afternoon 
of laughter and friendship 
that only a home-away-from- 
home can provide. 

As I waddled 
away from the hol¬ 
iday feast, I was en¬ 
joying the comfort 
of a full belly and a 
full heart, thinking 
how great it is to 
live and love in 
San Francisco. All 
in all, the day was 
marked by com¬ 
plete contentment. 

Since the foot¬ 
ball games were 
over by the time 
we reached our 
apartment, my girl¬ 
friend and I tuned 
into one of the 
hundreds of televi¬ 
sion hours dedicat¬ 
ed to remembering 
the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy. 

While recent political 
events have convinced me 
that the Clinton White House 
will never become the 
Camelot I thought I was vot¬ 
ing for in November of 1992, 
the combination of Kennedy 
nostalgia and Thanksgiving 
must have put me in a mood 
that allowed me to feel senti¬ 
mental when the opportunity 
arose. So, by the time I gath¬ 
ered with hundreds of others 
on Castro Street, on Satur¬ 
day, November 27, to remem¬ 
ber the life, the spirit, and the 
15th “anniversary” of the as¬ 
sassination of Harvey Milk, I 
was primed to be moved not 
only by the solemnity of a

candlelight march, but also by 
the celebration of one of our 
community’s heroes. 

I was not let down. But 
contentment was not what I 
felt at the end of the evening. 

It started out soothing 
enough. It seemed right that 
someone had been inspired to 
commemorate the site of Har¬ 
vey’s camera store — and the 
hub of his political career — 
by placing a bronze plaque in 
the sidewalk in front of the 
building, now occupied by a 
soap boutique, at 575 Castro 
Street. 

And, as one who had the 
pleasure of seeing his one- 
man show honoring Milk’s 
life, I found it appropriate 
that James Kennedy (not of 
Hyannisport) was the man 
with both the inspiration and 
determination to make the 
memorial plaque happen. 

Harvey's call 

Just as the plaque immor¬ 
talizes Harvey’s call: “You 
gotta give ’em hope,” the 
evening held a number of 
great one-liners that you 
didn’t need a reporter’s note 
pad to remember. 

In a gentle rainfall (“I’d 
rather stand in the rain at 
18th and Castro than in the 
sunshine anywhere else.” — 
Harry Britt), friends of Har¬ 
vey tried to explain what Har¬ 
vey’s death had meant to 


them — 15 years ago, and 
now, all 15 of those years lat¬ 
er. And I found myself ask¬ 
ing, “What does Harvey mean 
to me?” 

The fond words from men 
and women who were fortu¬ 
nate enough to have been 
touched directly by Harvey’s 
life reminded me that, as 
Cleve Jones put it, ordinary 
people can do great deeds. 
They made him sound like a 
great guy, the kind of person 
who could make you laugh, a 
real character. And while I’m 
not convinced that Harvey 


was ordinary, I’m not con¬ 
vinced that he was perfect, ei¬ 
ther. In many ways, that may 
be part of the point. After all, 
I believe that we still do want 
to believe in heroes. 

Earlier in the week I heard 
someone say that every move¬ 
ment needs a martyr, and 
Harvey is one of ours. Yes, 
perhaps, but every movement 
needs more than martyrs. 
Movements need “ordinary” 
people who act on their be¬ 
liefs, who see the need for 
grassroots organizing and po¬ 
litical strategizing. 

For every word about the 
past spoken at the rally for 
Harvey, there was a word 
about today, and two more 
about tomorrow — about our 
need for unity, about anti-gay 
initiatives, about the mobiliza¬ 
tion of hate that is targeting 
us, about fighting back. 

And always the echo of 
Harvey saying not what he 
was going to do, but urging 
his followers to take action of 
their own. He called on peo¬ 
ple to come out of the closet, 
and 15 years later, that call 
still seems to be too scary or 
too costly for too many peo¬ 
ple. But Harvey was right 
then, and he’s right now. 

Questioning complacency 

I found myself questioning 
my general complacency with 
those who choose, for one or 
an assortment of many rea¬ 
sons, not to come out. I rarely 
challenge acquaintances on 
that decision, but I felt a re¬ 
solve come over me to push a 
little harder next time, to 
urge for an inch more. Listen¬ 
ing to a tape of Harvey’s 
voice blasting through the 
sound system and across the 
Castro, I heard in the pauses 
between his words that I had 
the option of being part of the 
solution or part of the prob¬ 
lem. When he concluded with 
the line, “You gotta give ’em 
hope,” I knew the emphasis 
was not only on hope, but 
also on you. 

Whether it was Dennis 
Peron’s recollection of Har¬ 
vey’s support of the legaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana or the Rev¬ 


erend Cecil Williams’ memo¬ 
ry that Harvey was the first 
white person who had ap¬ 
proached him with the desire 
to take a stand against apart¬ 
heid in South Africa, two 
things grew clear to me in the 
mist of the evening rain: Har¬ 
vey knew how to build coali¬ 
tions and, as the Reverend 
Williams said, he was “ahead 
of his time.” 

I thought I had known that 
going into the march. I have 
read the books, seen the doc¬ 
umentary, and heard the sto¬ 
ries before. But something 
new clicked in 
me when the 
Reverend 
Williams stood 
on the steps of 
City Hall remind¬ 
ing us that Har¬ 
vey and his fol¬ 
lowers had been 
on the cutting 
edge. “Be the 
vanguard,” he 
both commanded 
and challenged 
the crowd gath¬ 
ered. And I real¬ 
ized how easy it 
is to recognize a 
visionary with 
hindsight. 

How many of 
us who plan to 
honor the work 
of drag queens, 
transvestites, and bull dykes 
who rioted at the Stonewall 
Inn 25 years ago would have 
had the courage and vision to 
stand with them back when 
the cops, as was customary at 
the time, were checking to 
see if they were wearing the 
“right” kind of underwear? 

The fringe beliefs of one 
era can stir the greatest 
progress in the next. Realiz¬ 
ing that contentment rarely 
causes change, I started won¬ 
dering who the visionaries of 
today would turn out to be to¬ 
morrow. I had the distinct 
feeling I was not one of them. 
I realized how, after a few 
years in this city, satisfaction 
can set in, and contentment 
comes too easily, and at too 
high a cost to others. 

Rebecca Hensler spoke of 
being a nine-year-old Califor¬ 
nia grade schooler during 
Harvey’s campaigning against 
the Briggs Initiative, an initia¬ 
tive that the religious and po¬ 
litical right claimed was to 
“save” children from lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual teachers. 
Hensler pointed out that it 
was Harvey and those who 
mobilized with him who had 
saved her. 

I was in high school at the 
time, back in Massachusetts, 
but Harvey saved me, too, be¬ 
cause today I am a high 
school teacher in California 
and I am able to be out at 
school. So, as I return from 
the little vacation Thanksgiv¬ 
ing affords those of us on a 
school calendar, I will return 
thankful for all that there is 
to be thankful for, but a lot 
less content with the ways of 
the world. 

Harvey, after all, was not 
asking what the community 
could do for me — although it 
has and continues to give me 
pride and joy — but, like that 
other martyr whose life and 
death are much more visible 
in the popular conception of 
American history, he was ask¬ 
ing what I can do for my com- 
munity. 

And those who spoke in 
memory of Harvey reminded 
me of how much there is to 
be done. ▼

A new State Office of 
AIDS HIV testing policy pro¬ 
posal was decried as a “disas¬ 
trous policy shift” by a series 
of healthcare providers at a 
news conference Monday, 
November 22, at the Los An¬ 
geles Gay & Lesbian Commu¬ 
nity Services Center. The 
state proposes to only fund 
HIV testing in clinics that fol¬ 
low the new guidelines. 

The budget-cutting mea¬ 
sure, scheduled to go into ef¬ 
fect early 1994, will use a 
“telephone triage” system to 
determine who is at high risk 
for HIV infection. Callers 
deemed to be at low or no 
risk of infection will be told 
why they are not considered 
at high risk and advised to go 
to a private doctor, an HMO, 
or an alternative site if they 
still wish to get tested. 

The survey asks explicit 
questions about sexual prac¬ 
tices, but women who sleep 
with bisexual men, people 
who sleep with prostitutes, 
behavior that allows for blood 
to blood contact, and sharing 
objects (other than needles) 
are not considered in the high 
risk category. 

For legislative watchers 
like LIFE Lobby’s Robert 
Rios, the state’s proposal is 
not a surprise. Over the past 
six years, Rios said in an in¬ 
terview from Sacramento, 
there has been no new money 
allocated to the Office of 
AIDS. And various AIDS pro¬ 
grams — such as HIV testing - 
are line items in the state’s 
budget. The current budget 
for all state-run AIDS pro¬ 
grams is $76 million with 
over $15 million going for ed¬ 
ucation and prevention. 


The state allocated new 
money for HIV testing (for 
contract sites such as univer¬ 
sities and county and rural 
clinics, as well as alternative 
sites) when demand increased 
after the announcements by 
Magic Johnson, and later 
Arthur Ashe, that they were 
HIV positive. However, those 
“bumps” in money were nev¬ 
er written into the base bud¬ 
get, Rios said. Until now the 
state “found” money to con¬ 
tinue most free anonymous or 
confidential test sites, he said, 
although many sites have 
been quietly shutting down 
for lack of funding since last 
year. 

“The state thought they 
were testing too many people 
who didn’t need to be tested 
and they were not testing 
enough positives,” Rios said.

Frequent attempts by the 
B.A.R. to discuss the policy 
with Ana Ramirez, director of 
HIV Testing at the State Of¬ 
fice of AIDS, were fruitless; 
all calls to her office were left 
unreturned by press time. 

The Center, Cummings 
said, “will not comply” with 
the new policy, nor will a 
number of other clinics. In a 
phone interview Julie Jaskol, 
spokesperson for the L.A. 
Free Clinic, said that the risk 
of AIDS among teenagers is 
growing much faster than 
among the rest of the popula¬ 
tion and, since women and 
homeless teenagers are the 
majority of their clients, they 


will continue to test and coun¬ 
sel and “find funding else¬ 
where.” 

Although the policy pro¬ 
posal is happening in legisla¬ 
tive “dead time,” Rios said 
LIFE Lobby is working with 
Senate leader David Roberti 
and the staff of Assembly- 
member Barbara Friedman’s 
— she chairs the Ways and 
Means Health subcommittee, 
which reviews budgets for 
the Office of AIDS — on the 
screening test. 

“All that is required of the 
state right now is that they 
fund free, anonymous test¬ 
ing,” Rios told the B.A.R. “It 
doesn’t say how.” T

“But screening people in and 
out assumes a high level of 
honesty, a sophistication of 
training by an intact staff, cul¬ 
tural and linguistic competen¬ 
cy, and that the risks identi¬ 
fied by the Office of AIDS 
are true when we still don’t 
know all about HIV transmis¬ 
sion. We don’t know anything 
about lesbian transmission, 
for instance.” 

“This new protocol is de¬ 
signed to discourage people 
from being tested,” said Dar¬ 
rel Cummings, director of the 
Center’s health services. Most 
affected will be women, 
youth, and people of color 
who do not fit into the desig¬ 
nated high risk categories or 
who would feel inhibited 
about answering questions 
honestly, he said. Under the 
new system, for instance, 
HIV-positive basketball star 
Magic Johnson would most 
likely have been referred out 
of a test site. 

Among those concerned 
about the effects of the new 
proposal is Dean Goishi of 
the Asian Pacific AIDS Inter¬ 
vention Team, who said that 
HIV is becoming increasingly 
more prevalent in the Asian 
community. The proposal 
“perpetuates the myth” that 
AIDS is a gay man’s disease 
and will gives immigrants 
and others who are not gay or 
not willing to self-identify the 
false impression that they are 
not at risk. 

“This short-sighted pro¬ 
gram cuts costs now, but in¬ 
creases costs later,” Goishi 
said. 

“We are stunned and out¬ 
raged,” said Joyce Canham of 
the Women’s Caucus of the 
AIDS Regional Board. “This 
mandate is downright dis¬ 
criminatory. Women do not 
fall into their high risk catego¬ 
ry. There is no such thing as 
a ‘high risk group.’ The term 
is obsolete. The actual risk is 
based on your behavior, not 
on a group. And we know 
that women are the fastest 
growing group with full¬ 
blown AIDS.” Many women 
of color in particular do not 
know they are walking 
around with the HIV virus, 
she said. 

Cesar Portillo, director of 
government policy for AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation and a 
member of the Alianza Latino 
Caucus, said he believes the 
“telephone triage” system 
“discriminates against the 
poor and people of color” by 


assuming callers have access 
to transportation and money 
or insurance to pay private 
doctors, HMOs, or alternative 
clinics that charges fees for 
testing. Additionally, he said, 
the new proposal will “en¬ 
courage people to lie if a free 
test is denied,” thus skewing 
any data the state hopes to 
glean. Last year, he pointed 
out, one third of the new cas¬ 
es were among Latinos with a 
95 percent increase among 
males and a 168 percent in¬ 
crease among Latinas - many 
of whom didn’t know they 
were infected. 

“I do not fit the criteria for 
what the state considers ‘at 
risk,”’ said African-American 
heterosexual Pat Griffin of 
the Los Angeles Shanti Foun¬ 
dation. “Take a look at who I 
am. We are the people who 
are getting HIV-infected.” 

Sylvia Drew-Ivie of T.H.E. 
Clinic for Women also point¬ 
ed out that teenagers are not 
in the definition of “high risk 
group,” nor are older women 
who have been steadily show¬ 
ing up with HIV infection 
from blood transfusions. The 
state’s criteria says anyone 
who received a blood transfu¬ 
sion before 1985 is not in the 
high risk category.

T he perception that the 
Castro is a Gay Mecca 
may hold true for the 
male members of our 
community, but how do les¬ 
bians and bisexual women fit 
into this equation? More often 
than not, lesbians and bi-wom¬ 
en feel alienated from the 
sense of community that is 
supposed to exist in the Cas¬ 
tro. In short we are not made 
to feel welcome and a part of 
this dream of a safe and nur¬ 
turing community that is 
known as The Castro. 

Sometimes the signs are 
writ large. Until the recent ad¬ 
dition of the Whiptail Lizard 
space there was nowhere in 
the Castro that was dedicated 
primarily or solely to mem¬ 
bers of the lesbian community. 

We had to put out our own 
welcome mat or we’d still be 
waiting for our gay brothers to 
do something to address this 
inequity. Why do you suppose 
that is? There are also many 
more subtle signs — consider 
the way women are made to 
feel less than welcome in the 
majority of the bars, for in¬ 
stance. Women seeking entry 
into many bars are routinely 
carded while men come and 
go freely: this is a form of ha¬ 
rassment, a tactic that states 
clearly that women are not 
welcome here. For instance, 
on Halloween a bisexual wom¬ 
an using the bathroom in one 
of the bars on Castro was sex¬ 
ually harassed by several gay 
men in the bar. They attempt¬ 
ed to touch her breasts and 
buttocks and “showed off’ 
their penises to her. 

Have you ever noticed that 
although the vast majority of 
bars are male-oriented and 
women are not particularly 
welcomed there, men feel per¬ 
fectly at ease coming to the 
“G-Spot” and taking up huge 
amounts of space on the dance 
floor with total disregard to 
the women around them. Men 
coming to the G-Spot repre¬ 
sent a certain aspect of the 
problem we face: the G-Spot — 
a space supposedly for women 
only — has a perfect right to 
expect to be respected as such. 

Yet men feel perfectly free to 
disregard women’s space 
while not according us any ac¬ 
cess to their spaces. Lesbians 
who dedicated so much ener¬ 
gy over the years to being sup¬ 
portive of the gay male com¬ 
munity in the face of the 
AIDS pandemic are feeling 
left out of the “community” 
we worked so hard to nurture 
and protect. Have most gay 
men ever considered how 
much more painful and devas¬ 
tating a sexist/anti-lesbian 
comment is when it is directed 
at us from one of our own? 

Consider: a lesbian couple ex¬ 
ited a BART station and a gay 
male yelled, “I am gay but I 
hate lesbians. I’m gay and the 
boys and I have always hated 
women.” 

We feel we have a right to 
expect that gay men will 
know better and be more sen¬ 
sitive. We believe that gay 
men should have invested the 
time and energy into develop¬ 
ing relationships with lesbians 
so they would be know-ledge- 
able and ready to come to our 
defense when someone makes 
a slimy misogynist comment. 

Sadly this is not the usual 
turn of events. We as lesbians

and bi-women are all too often 
left to fend for ourselves with 
no gay brother taking up the 
gauntlet and saying “that is 
not okay behavior.” Instead we 
find ourselves trapped and 
closed in on all sides by a com¬ 
munity that would rather 
ridicule us than welcome us. 
What does it really mean 
when the worst thing a gay 
man can be called is a “sissy” 
or “effeminate?” Clearly it 
means that the worst thing 
you can be related to in this 
culture is a woman. This is 
not a healthy situation for our 
community and it clearly 
needs to be addressed from a 
proactive position. 

Whatever you do — don’t 
try to tell us our reality isn’t 
real. Many women reading 
this article will be nodding 
their heads saying “YES!,” 
while many men reading this 
will be saying “This doesn’t 
happen.” You, as a gay man, 
may squirm over being an un¬ 
willing participant in wound¬ 
ing your lesbian and bi sisters 
so deeply and wish to push 
this away and not deal with it. 
Nobody can force you to do 
anything — but we caution you 
against ignoring this and be¬ 
lieving that it will just go 
away. It took a long time and 
a lot of thoughtless remarks 
and incidents to get us here 
and it will take a lot of consci¬ 
entious hard work to get us 
out of this mess intact as a 
community. You have a part 
to play in the solution and we 
need you. It is true that if 
you’re not part of the solution 
you are part of the problem. 
Inaction is not an option. 

Some of you reading this 
article will consider us “petty” 
and “bitchy” for having the au¬ 
dacity to raise these issues. It 
is our contention that you 
most of all need to consider 
our words very seriously. 
Others of you will be hurt and 
confused, and we sympathize. 
Perhaps you personally have 
never knowingly participated 
in any of these obnoxious and 
hurtful behaviors, but have 
you seen them occur and done 
nothing? You are a member of 
this social contract and as such 
you have responsibilities to 
your fellow travelers — we ask 
that you remember that and 
begin taking steps to answer 
that clarion call when next it 
sounds. 

CUAV is open to all mem¬ 
bers of the lesbian/gay/bisexu¬ 
al and transgender community 
who experience violence 
against them. We are writing 
these and other articles in an 
attempt to educate the com¬ 
munity around issues of hate 
violence and encourage every¬ 
one to report such incidents to 
CUAV. Reporting is one way 
you can turn your experience 
into something positive for 
your community. 

We want this discussion to 
take place openly and without 
malice, but we feel very 
strongly that we need to start 
now. Some women have al¬ 
ready given up on hearing an 
honest and respectful response 
from the gay male community, 
but some of us would like to 
stay and build a better com¬ 
munity from this point on. 
Are you with us?

Taking a Shot at the Future 

"Midnight Basketball" Teaches Pride, Values, andHIVInfo

The recent incarceration of 
the alleged murder of Marian 
Hall, a stalwart anti-crime ac¬ 
tivist in San Francisco, has re¬ 
focused press attention on 
many of Hall’s accomplish¬ 
ments. In fact, her list of 
achievements was so exten¬ 
sive, within her community 
and the city as a whole, some 
of them may have been over¬ 
looked. One such very impor¬ 
tant project she helped spear¬ 
head in San Francisco, which 
received comparatively little 
attention after her death, is 
Midnight Basketball. 

Hall didn’t actually start 
Midnight Basketball: that hap¬ 
pened in Maryland in 1986, af¬ 
ter which it spread to about 
two dozen cities nationwide. 
San Francisco’s Midnight Bas¬ 
ketball program made its de¬ 
but in 1991, supported by 
Hall and others, as a way to 
stop the cycle of destruction 
and self-destruction in many 
of our communities. 

It may be difficult to imag¬ 
ine, with all the complex 
problems of our day, that 
something as simple as orga¬ 
nizing a basketball game 
could be a part of the solu¬ 
tion. But to witness the com¬ 
munity coming together to 
support Midnight Basketball’s 
goal of keeping inner-city 
youth off the streets during 
the peak hours when they are 
most as risk for gang-related 
violence, drug activity — and 
unsafe sex — is to be con¬ 


vinced this novel idea is both 
practical and effective. 

What's missing 

There is something miss¬ 
ing in the lives of many of 
our younger citizens today 
and maybe in our efforts to 
overcome these seemingly in¬ 
surmountable hurdles of 
street life, we’ve lost sight of 
the reasons some of these un¬ 
fortunate events occur. Teens, 
particularly underprivileged 
kids, have little to motivate 
them, to strive for, or to help 
them pass the time; too many 
lack any type of discipline or 
feelings of self-respect: it’s no 
wonder some of them have 
fallen into a lifestyle centered 
around crime, drugs, and 
gang activity. 

But finding a way to take 
the natural competitive in¬ 
stinct we all have, and turn¬ 
ing it towards honest, orga¬ 
nized athletic activity, can 
provide a positive outlet. Mid¬ 
night Basketball builds self-es¬ 
teem, teamwork, and pride — 
things that are absent in the 
lives of many young people 
today — and does something 
more: it educates its players 
about such important topics 
as AIDS and anti-gay vio¬ 
lence. 

Education is the key 

The key to the success of 
Midnight Basketball is that 
the games don’t begijj in the 
gym. All players, in order \o 


be eligible in the league, must 
attend workshops on matters 
where increased education 
can make a difference: job 
training, employment oppor¬ 
tunities, cultural heritage, 
and, as mentioned, gay and 
AIDS issues. These work¬ 
shops take place before the 
games and are mandatory for 
all players before they can 
run the court. In addition to 
the workshops, weekly sup¬ 
port programs are offered to 
provide counseling, employ¬ 
ment guidance, educational 
services and follow-up assess¬ 
ments. 

According to statistics, 
African-American males have 
the highest school drop-out 
rates of any demographic 
group in San Francisco, and 
one in every three young 
African-American males in 
California is currently on pro¬ 
bation, on parole, or in 
prison. 

Midnight Basketball tar¬ 
gets these “high-risk” youth, 
and the program has proven 
extremely successful in the 
short time it has operated in 
San Francisco. Last year over 
250 youths participated in the 
program, 70 percent of whom 
entered into one of the sup¬ 
port programs. 

The positive effects of Mid¬ 
night Basketball can be seen 
in the community as well. 
cording to the San Francisco 
Police Department, drive-by

gang shootings occurred 
weekly in the Bayview- 
Hunters Point area, but there 
were no drive-by shootings in 
the district last year during 
the program. Commander 
Richard Holder cites Mid¬ 
night Basketball as the reason 
for the reduction. Other 
neighborhoods saw similar 
decreases in criminal activity 
when Midnight Basketball 
was established in their area. 

Under the leadership of 
“Lefty” Gordon, Larry Gray, 
and Robert Hector, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Midnight Basketball is 
headquartered at the Ella Hill 
Hutch Community Center in 
the Western Addition. With 


help from the San Francisco 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation, it has expanded 
the program to include young 
adults from the Bayview- 
Hunters Point, Sunnydale, 
and Oceanview-Merced-Ingle- 
side neighborhoods. Games 
are played on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights between 10 
p.m. and 2 a.m. 

The funding of Midnight 
Basketball was in jeopardy 
until Nestle Beverage Compa¬ 
ny of San Francisco stepped 
up and donated $47,000 to un¬ 
derwrite and sponsor the 
1993-94 season. A business, 
government, and non-profit 
coalition has been formed to 
ensure Midnight Basketball 
continues. 

Soon over 100 billboards 
and transit shelter posters 
provided by Patrick Media 
Group and Gannett Transit 
will promote awareness of 
Midnight Basketball and en¬ 
courage other companies to 
throw their support to the 
program. With the increased 
popularity of Midnight Bas¬ 
ketball, it is hoped that the 
program can be expanded to 
offer a league for women as 
well. 

The organizers, supporters, 
and — most importantly — the 
players involved in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Midnight Basketball 
are all to be commended. It is 
heartening to see these young 
adults involved in a game 
that’s won with jump shots 
and rebounds, not guns and 
knives.

Convicted Bashers Try To 
Overturn Hate Crime Laws 

Appeal to State Supreme Court Surprises Law Watchers

The attorneys representing 
two convicted juvenile gay 
bashers have once again chal¬ 
lenged the constitutionality of 
the state hate crimes law, by 
asking the California Supreme 
Court to overturn a court of 
Appeals decision that ruled 
such laws unconstitutional. 

Attorneys for Moira 
Spencer, now an adult, and 
another female defendant, 
also now an adult, are appeal¬ 
ing juvenile conviction and 
sentences they received after 
the vicious August 1990 bash¬ 
ing of two gay men in front of 
Orphan Andy’s restaurant in 
the Castro. 

Spencer was found guilty 
of assault for her role in the 
anti-gay assault against 
Jonathan Ebarb and Chris Mi¬ 
nor, both of whom were ill 
with HIV infection during the 
attack and have since died of 
AIDS. 

Two adult skinheads who 
also took part in the attack 
were sentenced to state 
prison terms of one and three 
years behind bars after their 
convictions for assault in the 
case. The sentences were en¬ 


hanced with hate crimes 
penalties because of the anti¬ 
gay nature of the attack. 

Spencer and another juve¬ 
nile attempted to have the 
state hate crimes laws over¬ 
turned in an appeal of the 
case but the San Francisco 
Fifth District Court of Ap¬ 
peals ruled that hate crimes 
statutes, known as the Ralph 
Act, were constitutional. 

GOP judge cuts jail time 

Spencer’s sentence of six 
months in county jail and 
community service were com¬ 
muted to time served in jail 
and a sheriffs work alterna¬ 
tive program by San Francis¬ 
co Juvenile Court Thomas 
Mitchell, a Deukmejian ap¬ 
pointment to the Superior 
Court. 

Furor over his sentences 
led Mitchell to issue an order 
barring the San Francisco 
District Attorney from dis¬ 
cussing the case, after a news 
article appeared in the Bay 
Area Reporter about the les¬ 
bian and gay community reac¬ 
tion to his decision. 

Mitchell withdrew that gag 
after Bay Area Reporter 

counsel Thomas Horn noti¬ 
fied the judge that he would 


file a mandate in the Court of 
Appeals challenging the con¬ 
stitutionality of his action. 

“I am sure the California 
Supreme Court will uphold 
this law that protects the dig¬ 
nity and human rights of gays 
and lesbians and all op¬ 
pressed minorities,” said As¬ 
sistant District Attorney Kei¬ 
th Vines, who prosecuted the 
case. 

Earlier this year, the Unit¬ 
ed State Supreme Court up¬ 
held the constitutionality of 
similar state laws in a Wis¬ 
consin case, according to Ed 
Chen, a staff attorney for the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

“The appeal to the state 
Supreme Court for a hearing 
is kind of surprising, because 
of the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision. Maybe they believe 
there are other constitutional 
issues,” Chen said. 

Chen told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the ACLU 
would probably file a brief 
supporting the Court of Ap¬ 
peal decision. 

The court has asked for 
briefs in the case to be sub¬ 
mitted by the middle of Jan¬ 
uary. T 


Judges Won't Give Up 
'Right' To Discriminate

Although California judges 
have to uphold state laws 
banning anti-gay discrimina¬ 
tion in employment, they don’t 
want to give up their member¬ 
ships in private groups that 
discriminate against lesbians 
and gays. 

The California Judges 
Association announced last 
week that an estimated 65 
percent of the membership 
that voted have struck down 
a proposed change to the Cal¬ 
ifornia Code of Judicial Con¬ 
duct that would prohibit 
judges from belonging to any 
groups that practice anti-gay 
discrimination. 

The state’s code is not law, 
but it does set standards for 
the conduct of judges and 
they can be disciplined or vi¬ 
olating the guidelines. 

“It was disappointing,” San 
Francisco Municipal Court 
Judge Herb Donaldson told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “The 


vote was despicable.” 

Donaldson said the vote 
was by secret ballot — and be¬ 
cause of that, some of the 
judges apparently thought 
that their homophobia could 
pass without public scrutiny. 

Superior Court Judge Don¬ 
na Hitchens found the vote 
“not surprising” and said that 
much of the discussion about 
the proposed code change at a 
recent conference of judges 
centered around membership 
in the Boy Scouts of America. 

“That’s what the vote was 
about. Certainly the most im¬ 
portant thing about the vote 
is about how much education 
we have to do with judges. 
There’s an enormous task 
ahead of us. It’s revealing 
how little they understand the 
issues. They didn’t want to 
give up the Boy Scouts,” she 
said. 

Attorney Tom Steel, a 
member of Bay Area 
Lawyers For Individual Free¬ 
dom, a group of gay and les¬ 


bian lawyers and legal work¬ 
ers called the CJA decision 
“outrageous.” 

“I think it appalling that 
the people who dispense jus¬ 
tice in this state wish to con¬ 
tinue to belong to discrimina¬ 
tory clubs,” Steel said. 

Although Steel acknowl¬ 
edged that in California 
lawyers have the right to au¬ 
tomatically remove one judge 
from a case they are trying in 
court, he said that the fact 
that a judge was a member of 
a club or private group that 
discriminated against gays 
and lesbians wouldn’t make 
him automatically seek to 
have that judge removed 
from a case involving a les¬ 
bian or gay client. 

“But,” he acknowledged, “I 
would certainly take it into 
account.” 

The code already prohibits 
judges from membership in 
clubs that discriminate on the 
basis of race, sex, religion, or 
national origin. ▼

D.C. Activist 
Doesn't Let Clinton 
Off the Hook on 
World AIDS Day

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Clinton’s commem¬ 
oration of World AIDS Day 
was dramatically interrupted 
by an angry activist Wednes¬ 
day, who claimed the presi¬ 
dent has reneged on cam¬ 
paign promises to combat the 
deadly disease. 

But Clinton, hearing out 
the lengthy verbal assault 
from a young member of the 
AIDS activist group ACT-UP, 
told an audience at George¬ 
town University Medical Cen¬ 
ter, “It’s all right....He expects 
me to do something, which is 
a step forward. I don’t take it 
personally. 

“I’d rather that man be in 
here screaming at me than 
having given up altogether,” 

Clinton said. 

Clinton’s response came in 
answer to 19-year-old Luke 
Montgomery, who shouted, 

“Talk is cheap, we need ac¬ 
tion!” 

“If you’re so concerned 
about AIDS, where’s the 
Manhattan Project on AIDS 
that you promised during 
your campaign,” screamed the 
young man, who claims to 
have changed his name to 
Luke Sissyfag. “One year, no 
results. ... While we, in my 
community, are dying in ever 
increasing numbers and all 
you do is talk.” 

The encounter, after Clin¬ 
ton had spent time with sev¬ 
eral victims, brought him face 
to face with the anger and 
frustration of those infected 
with the deadly HIV, the 
virus that causes AIDS. 

Officials estimate about 
one million people are infect¬ 
ed with HIV and that by the 
end of the year, up to 480,000 
cases of AIDS will have been 
reported and up to 340,000 
will have died. 

Clinton stood impassively 
through the diatribe, which 
ended when guards pulled 
the activist from the auditori¬ 
um. ACT-UP, a coalition of 
AIDS activists, however, had 
announced plans in advance 
to disrupt the president’s 
speech because of his “lack¬ 
luster response to AIDS.” 

They also called again for 
passage of legislation to ere- 


NOW Gives Turkey Awards 

EVANSTON, ILLINOIS - A chapter of the National Orga- 
nization for Women passed out awards Sunday, November 22, 
but most of the recipients won’t be pleased they won. 

The Crystal Lake and Waukegan police departments won 
the Grand Gobble Award at the Evanston-North Shore NOW 
chapter’s ninth annual Turkey awards presentations. They re¬ 
ceived the awards because they did not heed the fears of Car¬ 
oline Witt and Kimberly Globis: Witt tried to persuade Crystsl 
Lake police of the need for a stalking charge against her 
boyfriend, who eventually killed her. Waukegan police ordered 
a protective order for Globis, but it got lost in paperwork.

co-worker; a Catholic priest who attempted to justify the mur¬ 
der of doctors who perform abortions; and a group of boys 
who engaged in a competition for sex, plus their supportive 
parents. — United Press International

ate a “Manhattan Project” for 
an AIDS cure. 

Montgomery was ques¬ 
tioned by police and released. 

Clinton sought to defend 
his administration’s efforts, 
saying funding for AIDS re¬ 
search was up 20 percent, and 
noted poignantly that it was 
beyond his ability to keep 
people infected from the dis¬ 
ease from dying. 

“Part of my job is to be a 
lightening rod,” he said, 
“...knowing that as long as 
you are trying to lift hopes 
and lift aspirations, you can 
never fully close the gap be¬ 
tween what you’re reaching 
for and what you’re actually 
doing. 

“And knowing for sure 
that there is no way I can 
now keep everybody alive 
who already has AIDS,” the 
president said. 

Clinton won sustained ap¬ 
plause from the audience. 

He earlier spoke with sev¬ 
en patients stricken with the 
deadly disease, paying special 
tribute to 38-year-old Larry 
Singletary, who has spent the 
last four months in the hospi¬ 
tal with the disease. 

“The (disease) can attack 
my immune system but it 
can’t attack my spirit,” Single¬ 
tary told the president. 

But he, too, called on Clin¬ 
ton to “appropriate a lot of 
money for more research” for 
a cause and cure for the epi¬ 
demic. ▼

Buttino Case Goes to Court; 
Justice Dept. Will Be Bad Loser

Former FBI agent Frank 
Buttino’s lawsuit against the 
FBI begins today at 8:30 a.m., 
before U.S. District Court 
Judge Saundra Armstrong at 
the Federal Building at 450 
Golden Gate. 

Buttino, a 20-year counter¬ 
intelligence special agent 
stationed in the San Diego 
field office, was fired in 1991 
after the FBI revoked his se¬ 
curity clearance following an 
investigation into his sexual 
orientation. 

The investigation was 
prompted by an anonymous 
letter outing Buttino to FBI 
officials. 

Buttino’s suit is a class ac¬ 
tion suit on behalf of all for¬ 
mer employees or applicants 
to the agency who were fired 
or did not get jobs with the 
FBI because of their sexual 
orientation. 

The FBI has maintained 
that Buttino was not terminat¬ 
ed because he was gay, but 
because he lied about his sex¬ 
ual orientation when asked 
by FBI officials. 

Buttino’s lawyer Richard 
Gayer maintains that Buttino 
is another victim of a long 
standing anti-gay bias in the 
agency. 

“The FBI falsely claims it 
did so because Buttino lied to 
investigators about details of 
his gay-related conduct,” Gay¬ 
er said, “but bases these 
claims almost exclusively on 


the results of polygraph ex¬ 
aminations.” 

Buttino acknowledges that 
he initially denied that he was 
gay in response to an infor¬ 
mal question by FBI officials, 
but said that when he realized 
he was under formal investi¬ 
gation he acknowledged he 
was gay. 

Gayer told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he plans to call 
as his first witness a local les¬ 
bian who was turned away 
for a job as a special agent in 
the agency. 

The witness is Dana Till- 
son, a one-time applicant who 
scored extremely high on em¬ 
ployment tests and was told 
the agency wanted to hire 
her. 

But, acting on orders from 
FBI officials, the San Francis¬ 
co field office was told to de¬ 
termine whether she was a 
homosexual. 

An investigative team 
asked Tillson about her sexu¬ 
al practices and Tillson ac¬ 
knowledged sexual practices 
with women. 

Following that inquiry into 
her sex life, Tillson was out 
of the running for a job, ac¬ 
cording to Gayer. 

Gayer told the B.A.R. the 
plaintiffs will rely primarily 
on FBI documents to prove 
its case. 

One of the documents is 
the memo from FBI head¬ 
quarters to the San Francisco 
field office directing agents to 
interview Tillson to “deter¬

mine if she is homosexual,” 
but also warning them in the 
same memo “not to ask her 
about her sexual preference!’ 

According to Gayer, the 
documents and Tillson’s testi¬ 
mony show that the FBI dis¬ 
criminates not only against 
people who engage in homo¬ 
sexual conduct but also 
against people the FBI be¬ 
lieves to be gay, independent 
of their sexual conduct. 

Buttino’s suit seeks an end 
to anti-gay job bias in the 
agency, and he wants rein¬ 
statement to his position as a 
special agent. 

The US Department of 
Justice has already stated that 
it will appeal the case if a

A World AIDS Day Look at a World of AIDS 

^ HIV in Central and South America and Asia 


World Health Organization Says 
Legalize Condoms, Homosexuality

MANILA — Even as gay 
rights are under increasing at¬ 
tacks in the United States, the 
World Health Organization 
Thursday, November 25, 
called on other governments 
to scrap laws that discrimi¬ 
nate gays and ban condom 
promotion. According to the 
WHO, such repeals are neces¬ 
sary to help prevent the 
spread of HIV and AIDS. 

The WHO Asia-Pacific re¬ 
gional office, based in Manila, 
said compulsory AIDS screen¬ 
ing and detention of those af¬ 


flicted should be discouraged, 
because such practices lead to 
“evasive behavior on the part 
of those who know or suspect 
they are HIV-infected.” 

In a statement issued for 
World AIDS Day on Decem¬ 
ber 1, WHO said more than 
11 million people worldwide 
have been infected with HIV. 

The AIDS pandemic is ex¬ 
pected to “grow significantly” 
in the years ahead, with de¬ 
veloping countries accounting 
for 90 percent of all HIV in¬ 
fections by 2000, the state¬ 
ment said. More infections 
are expected occur in Asia in 


the next decade, eclipsing 
Africa as the primary area of 
concern. 

The WHO said laws that 
prohibit the promotion of 
condoms and discriminate 
against gays were “barriers” 
in the campaign to halt AIDS. 

“It is essential to remove 
impediments to the dissemi¬ 
nation of frank and informa¬ 
tive messages about sexual 
health, as well as those that 
hinder people from receiving 
and acting on prevention mes¬ 
sages,” a WHO newsletter 
said.V

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Although the AIDS epi¬ 
demic has prompted a highly 
visible “World AIDS Day” re¬ 
sponse in America and Eu¬ 
rope, HIV has not yet become 
a media event in most of the 
countries in the world where, 
paradoxically, it is now the 
most rapacious. 

For the last decade, Africa 
and North America were the 
places with the greatest inci¬ 
dence of new HIV infection, 
and were therefore the focus 
of most AIDS information 
materials. Now, however, the 
areas that most concern 
healthcare officials are Cen¬ 
tral America, South America, 
and — especially—Asia. In the 
week leading to World AIDS 
Day, countries from each of 
those hotspots were grappling 
with the realities of HIV 
.there: 

Colombia 

A study released Tuesday, 
November 23, said nearly 
3,000 girls, some as young as 
nine years old, are working in 
the Colombian capital as pros¬ 
titutes. 

The study, completed by 
the Bogota Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said the girls all come 
from violent homes and 
blamed the government for 
not having proper programs 
to address the problem. 

The study said 2,959 girls 
between the ages of nine and 
17 work as prostitutes in Bo¬ 
gota. Some work from the 
streets of the capital while 
others work in bars and other 
establishments, undressing in 
public and being sold for sex 
to the highest bidder. 

The report said the major¬ 
ity of the girls are controlled 
by “masters” who take their 
earnings and provide them 
only with shelter, food and 
drugs. 

In interviews, the girls 
showed little or no knowl¬ 
edge of AIDS, the report said. 

Some 52 percent reported 
having had a sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease at some time. 
Around 45 percent said they 
use condoms, though some ac¬ 
knowledged that they would 
forego use of a prophylactic if 
they were given additional 
money by clients. 

Honduras 

A World Health Organiza¬ 
tion report shows that Hon¬ 
duras has 3,193 of the 5,600 
reported AIDS cases in Cen¬ 
tral America, although the 
country has only 17 percent of 
the region’s population. 

Delia Tercero of the Hon¬ 
duran Health Ministry, who 
reported the WHO totals 
Wednesday, November 24, 
said officials estimate the 
number of people with AIDS 
in Honduras will increase 
nearly five-fold by the year 
2000, to 15,000 cases. 

Although 3,193 of the 5,600 
Central American AIDS cases 
— 57 percent of the total — are 
in Honduras, only 60,000 of 
the region’s estimated 200,000 
HIV carriers — 30 percent of 
the total — are in the country, 
the WHO report said. 

Tercero said Honduras, 
with 17 percent of Central 
America’s population, has a 
disproportionately high num¬ 
ber of people with AIDS be¬ 
cause “the population refuses 
to take preventive measures 
and those that do, do it incor¬ 
rectly.” 


Eighty percent of the peo¬ 
ple with AIDS in Honduras, 
which was the first Central 
American nation to report an 
AIDS case, are heterosexuals, 
and 58 percent are between

the ages of 20 and 34. Two- 
thirds of the PWAs are men. 

El Salvador, Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Panama and 
Nicaragua follow Honduras in 
numbers of AIDS cases. 

Singapore 

The number of people test¬ 
ing positive for HIV in Singa¬ 
pore has increased by 40 per¬ 
cent during the first ten 
months of 1993, compared to 
the same period last year, the 
government said Wednesday, 
November 24. 

A total of 56 Singaporeans 
came down with the virus 
during the first ten months of 
this year, compared to 40 cas¬ 
es found during the first ten 
months of 1992. 

The island republic has a 
population of 2.7 million. 

From August to October 
of this year, 17 new cases 
were reported of patients test¬ 
ing positive for HIV, includ¬ 
ing 14 men and three women. 
Of these, four were found to 
have full-blown AIDS, said 
the Ministry of Health. 

All 17 of the new cases 
contracted the virus through 
“unprotected sexual contact 
with casual partners and com¬ 
mercial sex workers,” the 
government said. 

Since the first HIV case 
was detected in Singapore in 
1985, 214 Singaporeans have 
been diagnosed with AIDS,

and 49 of them have died. 

According to a locally pub¬ 
lished book released last 
week, there are more than 
6,000 full-time or part-time 
prostitutes in Singapore. The 
book estimates that almost 
half of the country’s sexually 
active men have visited pros¬ 
titutes. 

The health ministry regu¬ 
larly warns Singaporeans to 
avoid casual sex and refrain 
from visiting prostitutes in or¬ 
der to avoid contracting 
HIV.T

Nevirapine is a drug that interferes with 
reverse trancriptase, the enzyme that in¬ 
troduces HIV genetic material into the DNA in 
your cells. It works differently than AZT and 
the other nucleoside inhibitors. Studies show 
that nevirapine is active against virus that has 
become resistant to AZT. Nevirapine has 
shown very little toxicity. This study is design¬ 
ed to compare nevirapine vs. placebo, alone or 
in combination with AZT, and the effects on 
T-cell counts after 3 and 6 months. There are 
two parts to this study, so that everyone who 
gets placebo in the first part will get active 
drugs in the second part, and free access to 
AZT for the duration of their participation in 
the study. 

This study will recruit participants whose T- 
cell counts are between 200-500, and who 
have taken AZT for at least 4 months but no 
longer than 1 year.

India's (Lack of) Response 
To AIDS Cases Among Gays

The official government 
statistic on homosexual HIV 
transmission in India is 0.011 
percent, but Ashok Row Kavi 
thinks otherwise. As the only 
visibly “out” gay AIDS ac¬ 
tivist on the subcontinent, he 
has watched the epidemic ig¬ 
nored for a decade until bu¬ 
reaucrats realized it was a 
source of international fund¬ 
ing; at first it was blamed 
only on foreigners, and then 
on female sex workers. The 
powers that be still won’t talk 
homosexuality. 

But Kavi can talk, and 
how. He just left San Francis¬ 
co after a month-long study 
visit, but before returning to 
India he spoke urgently be¬ 
fore TRIKONE (Gay & Les¬ 
bian South Asians) and the 
new community group SA- 
HAN — South Asian HIV And 
AIDS Network. 

“Maybe some of this ‘abra¬ 
sive’ charge against me is 
right. But I am not trying to 
be abrasive. For instance, I 
spoke before medical doctors 
and urged them to examine 
for rectal gonorrhea [he pro¬ 
nounces it to rhyme with 
Honoria] and vaginal ulcers, 
especially among dehydrated 
women in the drought- 
plagued Tamil region, as high 
risk vectors. Many of them 
stood up and walked out at 
such an indecent suggestion.” 
Many doctors avoid actually 
touching possibly infected pa¬ 
tients. Or, apparently, hearing 
about it. 

Kavi is concerned that the 
entire public health system in 
his country is about to go un¬ 
der. “STDs are out of control. 
TB has recently gone through 
the roof — and 68 percent of 
the TB-infected in Bombay 
are HIV-latent. Even higher 
statistics — 78 to 90 percent in- 
fectivity — are found in stud¬ 
ies of IV drug users in north¬ 
ern Manipur. That’s where 
AIDS patients are cuffed to 
their beds in a jail run by po¬ 
lice” who are pretending “to 
be Mother Theresas.” 

Statistical problems 

And what about male-to- 
male sexual transmission? 
Statistics are almost impossi¬ 
ble to come by, even for Kavi 
and the national gay maga¬ 
zine he puts out, Bombay 
Dost — meaning Bombay 
Friend, as in “special friend.” 
There are two main reasons 
for this difficulty, he said. 

“The government would 
prefer that I don’t connect the 
topics of AIDS and homosex¬ 
uality.” In a country where of¬ 
ficials toe the line of immoral 
heterosexual transmission, 
and restrict their funding to 
further studies of sero-positiv- 
ity surveillance tracing, homo¬ 
sexuality had still best not 
whisper its ugly name. 

But the other difficulty is 
even more widespread and in¬ 
trinsic to Asian life. “There is 
no social construct in Asia for 
gay identity. People ask me 
this all the time: ‘A man fuck¬ 
ing a man, okay; but what 
does gay mean?”’ He quickly 
warms to the subject. 

In 1990 Bombay Dost did 
an impromptu study of mid¬ 
dle class self-identified homo¬ 
sexual men and found HIV 
positivity in 22 out of 103. But 
Kavi finds middle-class men, 
although well-educated, also 
tend to be the most closeted. 


So he believes an emerging 
sense of “gay community” is 
more likely to develop among 
lower class Indians, as they 
become “outed” by fast chang¬ 
ing family structures. “Gay” 
men were always part of the 
Hindu Undivided Family; 
“among the four generations 
living under the same roof, 
there were always single un¬ 
cles so accepted that they 
might even have a boyfriend 
living with them in the house. 
Nobody says a thing.” 

Anal receptive "straights" 

Most people in India, if 
asked “Who is gay?” would 
mention the hijras, the open¬ 
ly nancy, the eunuchs. But 
Kavi’s group has found that 
many of these “eunuchs” have 
neither had surgery nor en¬ 
gaged in self-mutilation — and 
their role in transmission may

not be strictly “anal recep¬ 
tive.” In fact, in a study in 
Malaysia of “straight” men 
who picked up effeminate 
queens, a majority of the 
“men” wanted to be fucked 
by the “lady boys.” Even the 
anti-AIDS group there played 
down these socially con¬ 
tentious results. 

But the understanding of 
dynamics help Kavi’s group 
figure out how to do AIDS 
work in India. In addition to 
their outreach to obvious 
cross-dressers and closeted 
middle class gay men, they 
consciously do community- 
based outreach to all single 
men at known “busy” loca¬ 
tions such as railway plat¬ 
forms, public “conveniences,” 
parks, and private parties. 
Kavi elaborates: “‘Straight’ 
married men in coats and car¬ 
rying briefcases will wait on 
railroad platforms or take the 
wrong train on purpose, get 
sucked off or fucked in public 


facilities, then be home to 
their wife in time for dinner. 

“In Britain,” Kavi goes on, 
quoting studies and his own 
experience, “the largest num¬ 
ber of cottagers [tea room 
queens] are Asian married 
men.” 

“Sex between a man and a 
woman is considered serious 
sex,” he continues, “but be¬ 
tween two men it is called 
masti, a word that means 
mere mischief.” Lower class 
bar boys, hotel employees, 
and rickshaw drivers were 
also mentioned as frequently 
“available.” A government 
backpedaling on discussion of 
homosexuality may have seri¬ 
ous problems curbing sexual 
transmission, gay or other¬ 
wise. 

There is one other group 
that enters in Kavi’s analysis 
of gay activity in his country, 
so divided by religion. Here 
Kavi, who came out when he 
was a monk in the Rama Kr¬ 
ishna order (before spending 
18 years as a journalist with 
India Express) knows of what 
he speaks. Gay activity is 
common among religious 
men, he informs. “Even in the 
‘fascist’ RSS [the militant fun¬ 
damentalist Hindus] there is a 
tradition of celibacy ... and of 
homosexuality.” 

Boy-loving imams 

“And in the Muslim areas 
like Bhopal, in the hamams 
or steam bathhouses, there 
are studies showing epi¬ 
demics of transmissible dis¬ 
eases like conjunctivitis.” 
Bombay Dost also gets let¬ 
ters from gays as far away as 
Iran, indicating that “800 peo¬ 
ple have been executed for 
being gay or lesbian: women 
have had molten lead poured 
into their genitals,” yet most 
of the imams in the Ayatol¬ 
lah’s centers of learning “have 
hordes of boy lovers.” 

Kavi tries to explain: 
“What is feared is not homo¬ 
sexuality; that is traditional. 
What they are upset about is 
this new thing called gay and 
lesbian identity. They are 
afraid of new centers of spir¬ 
ituality as threats to their or¬ 
der.” 

A closer look at Ashok 
Row Kavi and his group’s 
community-based approach 
will become available when 
local filmmaker Nidhi Singh 
finishes her in-progress docu¬ 
mentary on AIDS in India, 
which she hopes will happen 
next year. In the meantime,

too.” 

Dr. Jovan Ranin, who 
works on the ward, said the 
clinic currently has a one- 
month supply of AZT to 
share among its 15 inpatients 
and the 100 or so outpatients 
it regularly serves. It has no 
ddl, he said. 

Nor are there antibiotics, 
such as the ones used to treat 
PCP and infections caused by 
the cytomegalovirus. Ranin 
said. The special medicine us¬ 
ed to treat drug-resistant 
herpes, the strain that caused 
Malish’s infectious outbreak, 
isn’t available either. 

“Serious treatment of these 
patients isn’t possible,” said 
Ranin. “We do our jobs worse 
because we don’t have the 
thing to [best] help our pa¬ 
tients with, at the time that 
they need it. It’s awful for the 
patients and it’s awful for us.” 

Sanctions make it worse 

Some of the clinic’s condi¬ 
tions — the lack of heating, 
disinfection supplies and 
some medicines, such as an¬ 
tibiotics and those used to 
treat drug-resistant herpes — 
can be blamed on sanctions. 

Technically, in a country 
under sanctions, medical 
treatments are allowed in as 
humanitarian aid, while other 
goods are legally not. 

However, such humanitar¬ 
ian deliveries to the Belgrade 
clinic are “sporadic and rare,” 
said Ranin. 


But other conditions on the 
AIDS ward existed before 
sanctions were imposed on 
the rump Yugoslavia, while 
Serbia was at war with Croa¬ 
tia in 1991. 

“We gave AZT treatment 
free and regularly until 1991,” 
said Ranin. “But even before 
sanctions started we stopped 
getting it because our govern¬ 
ment clinic didn’t have the 
money to buy it.” 

“The ward opened in 1985 
and no one did any planning 
in expectation of its enlarge¬ 
ment,” said the ward’s clinical 
psychologist, Milanka Lalovic- 
Brijovic. “We were promised 
repairs three years, ago. They 
never happened. Now there’s 
definitely not money to fix 
things.” 

Lalovic-Brijovic said the 
clinic’s dilapidated state af¬ 
fected the patients’ emotional 
well-being. 


’’That will be me” 

“There’s no television, tele¬ 
phones, or relaxing music — 
things necessary for people 
with heavy illnesses to help 
them not think about their 
sickness. We can’t divide pa¬ 
tients who are more sick from 
those who are better. 

“How couldn’t a patient 
feel panicked about his future 
if he’s looking at someone 
who is much sicker than he is 
and thinking, ‘That will be 
me tomorrow, or after tomor¬ 
row,”’ she said. 

The future for these pa¬ 
tients and AIDS treatment in 
the former Yugoslavia looks 
dim. 


At one time, Yugoslavia 
boasted a healthcare system 
close to Western standards. 
Today, due to the tolls of a 
wartime economy and sane-

tions, the standard of health 
care plummets daily, parallel 
to the standard of living. 

General public ignorance 
and fear about AIDS, com¬ 
mon in Balkan countries such 
as this one where AIDS exists 
but in smaller numbers than 
in other Western countries, 


only exacerbates its stigma. 

“What do I see in the fu¬ 
ture?” asked Ranin. “If things 
continue this way for one to 
two years, we won’t have 
much to work with. As things 
stand, we could just as well 
close the hospital now. Pa¬ 
tients are buying their own 
medicine and we’re just giv¬ 
ing it to them.” 

Ilic said the incidence of 
AIDS was stabilizing in the 
gay community and even 
dropping off among IV drug 
users, but increasing among 
Belgrade heterosexuals. In 
1989, only two percent of het¬ 
erosexuals testing positive for 
the HIV virus became sick 
with AIDS. This year 28 per¬ 
cent of them did. 

Ilic’s unit and JAZAS — the 
Yugoslavian Association for 
the Fight Against AIDS — are 
the only two groups in Be- 
grade attempting to educate 
the public about AIDS. 

Ilic’s clinic has a “hotline,” 
open only three hours a day, to 
answer caller and visitor ques¬ 
tions about AIDS. 

Both groups hold seminars 
for health care professionals, 
students, and interested indi¬ 
viduals concerning AIDS pre¬ 
vention, transmission, and 
ways of reducing the disease’s 
stigma. 

“But we don’t have enough 
people to go to every school,” 
said Victorija Cucic, who pri¬ 
vately founded JAZAS in 
1991. “That’s why we try to 
emphasize peer education, so 
young people can educate 
their friends about AIDS.” 

In addition to not having 
enough educators of even of¬ 
fice space for a base, Cucic 


said the mentality in Balkan 
countries such as this one, 
hampered JAZAS’ AIDS edu¬ 
cation and stigma-reducing ef¬ 
forts. 

“Sexual hygiene is more of 
a taboo subject here,” she 
said. 

Tolls exacted on the Yu¬ 
goslav economy and public 
mood by sanctions and the 
war also hinder Cucic’s ef¬ 
forts. 

“Everything here goes 
much slower compared to the 
West. AIDS is still not the 
highest problem here. We 
can’t think about AIDS to¬ 
morrow because it will be too 
late. But right now we have 
poverty and no heating and 
nobody wants to think of 
problems in an area, such as 
sex, where they relax,” Cucic 
said. 


Scaled back AIDS Day 

Last year, for World AIDS 
Day, JAZAS made posters, 
distributed pamphlets and or¬ 
ganized a large music concert 
and 24-hour television pro¬ 
grams centered on AIDS. 

This year, no concerts 
have been scheduled, no pam¬ 
phlets will be distributed, and 
television will only run a few 
hours of AIDS-related pro¬ 
grams. 

“People just aren’t in the 
mood this year.” said epi¬ 
demiologist Ilic. 

Malisha, who will be back 
at home for World AIDS 
Day, said he won’t be com¬ 
memorating it. 

“If I can’t tell anyone here 
I have AIDS, how can I com¬ 
memorate the day?” he 
asked. V 


German HIV Blood 
Scandal Keeps Widening

BONN — German doctors 
and medical officials are seek¬ 
ing to reassure German citi¬ 
zens, saying that fears 
brought on by a major AIDS 
scare were widely unjustified. 

Leading representatives of 
the medical profession lashed 
out Saturday, November 6, at 
Health Minister Horst See- 
hofer, accusing him of caus¬ 
ing mass hysteria and failing 
to inform the public properly 
over what they said were the 
limited risks of infection from 
untested batches of blood 
plasma believed to be on the 
market. 

The warnings were 
prompted by revelations last 
month that for years the 
Koblenz-based firm UB-Plas- 
ma failed to properly test the 
blood plasma it sold to hospi¬ 
tals in Germany and several 
other countries. 

German authorities, in re¬ 
vealing the company’s action, 
closed the firm and arrested 
four people. 

German hospitals and doc¬ 
tors said mass hysteria has 
broken out amid claims that 
contaminated blood may have 
been on the market for years. 

The president of the feder¬ 
al medical association, 
Karsten Vilmar, criticized 
Seehofer, said he feared that 
more people now might die 
from refusing blood transfu¬ 
sions than from contracting 
the HIV virus, which causes 
AIDS. 

Nine million HIV tests 

In an interview with Die 


Welt, Seehofer rejected as 
“outrageous” the criticism he 
has faced in recent days and 
said that 2,000 people have 
been infected by blood and 
blood products in Germany. 

A poll released the follow¬ 
ing Wednesday, November 
10, showed that 15 percent of 
all Germans want an AIDS 
test because of the reports of 
sloppy blood screening proce¬ 
dures and that HIV-infected 
blood was knowing sold by 
plasma companies. 

The weekly Die Woche, 
which commissioned the 
opinion poll, said 15 percent 
of the 1,020 adult Germans in¬ 
terviewed by the Forsa re¬ 
search institute said they 
would undergo an AIDS test. 
The percentage would mean 
nine million people want 
blood tests. 

The authorities ordered 
the closure of a second blood 
plasma company Tuesday, 
November 9, because the lab¬ 
oratory which analyzed blood 
donations for the company, 
the Haemoplas Blood Center, 
allegedly did not test each 
blood unit received. 

The head of the western 
German company, Frank 
Giesbert, said in an interview 
with Radio Niedersachsen 
Wednesday that three pa¬ 
tients were known to have 
been infected after receiving 
blood from Haemoplas. 

Giesbert said that in 1990 
Haemoplas realized that one 
of its donors was HIV-positive 
but that blood he gave was 
passed by the laboratory. ▼

build a strong, locally-based, 
grassroots movement, we 
might find we can pay them 
less and get more. We can’t 
rely on others to deliver us 
our freedom. 

On the military issue, we 
were simply incapable of mo¬ 
bilizing a force that could even 
begin to counter the avalanche 
of opposition by a well-oiled, 
right wing machine. So how 
then do we create this broad- 
based movement? Let’s look at 
the Christian right for some an¬ 
swers. Despite low poll num¬ 
bers for their ideology, they 
have enormous influence on 
Capitol Hill. 

Twenty years ago, the U.S. 
political arena did not have an 
organized Christian fundamen¬ 
talist movement. We watched 
the ragtag band of televange¬ 
lists on UHF as an amusing di¬ 
version. Yet these eccentric 
cranks did their homework. 
They gained control of more 
media outlets. They slowly 
and patiently built a base of 
zealots who gave them money. 
They used their flocks’ weekly 
ritual of church-going to 
preach a right wing political 
agenda. Twenty years later 
they are a major political force 
that progressive people must 
seriously reckon with. While 
our top six groups have a com¬ 
bined budget of $12 million, 
the top six right-wing Christian 
groups will spend $213 million 
this year. They will battle and 
batter us with a multitude of 
referenda to stop our advance. 

We need to emulate those 
right wing zealots. Like the 
right, we need to accept that 
big gains will not come with¬ 
out the slow, deliberate work 
of building an active, area by 
area, grassroots base of adher¬ 
ents to our cause. We need to 


accept the strength of our op¬ 
position, and stop reaching for 
too much too fast. The mili¬ 
tary disaster shows what hap¬ 
pens when our reach exceeds 
our grasp. Let’s stop being 
naive about what we can ac¬ 
complish, and build for the 
next decade so we’ll be ready 
for real accomplishments. 

There’s talk from some 
quarters about forcing Clinton 
out front on passage of a feder¬ 
al civil rights bill. These advo¬ 
cates argue that folks like Sam 
Nunn said the military issue 
was special. Clinton doesn’t 
have the power to accomplish 
this task without a movement, 
and we haven’t built one yet. 
Congress members will have 
some new excuse to vote 
against us, and we don’t have 
the clout to do anything about 
it. Let’s not make the same 
mistake twice. 

Like the right, we need to 
build our own media empire. 
It is no longer enough for us to 
try to manipulate the main¬ 
stream media for our own pur¬ 
poses. The media has its own 
agenda, as the pictures of Sen¬ 
ator Nunn in the battleship 
bunks demonstrate. We need 
control of our message, and to 
get it heard by all our people 
in a format appealing to con¬ 
temporary viewers and listen¬ 
ers. We need TV stations that 
can plug into the 500-channel 
future. We can build a net¬ 
work empire like the right 
wing, if we have the long-term 
vision and determination those 
crackpot preachers had in the 
1970s. 

By using ratings as a guide 
for what personalities stay on 
the air or get into prime time, 
we will help build a move¬ 
ment based on popular person¬ 
alities who build constituen¬ 
cies for their programs. We 
have the money and the talent 
to create a queer network that 
can rival the 700 Club. 

We have been hearing in¬ 


creasing discussion that many 
activists have an anti-leader¬ 
ship bias. I believe their com¬ 
plaints are merely symptomat¬ 
ic of a movement-wide malaise 
of apathy and criticism that 
stems from having no voice in 
their own movement. These 
critics are not anti-leadership; 
they oppose a system of self- 
appointed leaders. Many of us 
long for leaders that speak to 
our deepest hopes, and for our 
most basic rights. 

We don’t have the right’s 
church base to build leaders 
and constituencies. We need to 
find a way to use our political 
institutions to create these 
broad-based constituencies. 
Leadership by board of direc¬ 
tors made sense in the past, 
when we were happy if we 
could get a roomful of people 
together. We are well past that 
point in our history. It’s time 
to make our institutions demo¬ 
cratic. 

We need a national organi¬ 
zation based on area chapters, 
with local and national leader¬ 
ship chosen by a majority vote 
of the group’s members. 
Democracy can bring our 
movement the kind of leaders 
it so desperately needs. Lead¬ 
ers create constituencies, and 
constituencies develop leaders. 
If people feel they have a 
voice, they are more likely to 
join up. 

So let’s have the courage to 
invite criticism, to take the 
long view, to change our insti¬ 
tutions, and to build the most 
fabulous grassroots movement 
this country has ever seen. We 
have been oppressed for thou¬ 
sands of years. Let’s work like 
there is no tomorrow, with the 
patience of those thousands of 
years. T

Now it’s only il¬ 
legal in 23.” Likewise, he said, 
“Thirty years ago the progres¬ 
sive gay rights platform on 


gays in the military was ‘don’t 
ask, don’t tell.’ Now we want 
to be public about who we 
are.’’ 

As the event ended, Lisa 
Zimmerman from the orga¬ 
nizing committee encouraged 
the audience to attend a fol¬ 
low-up meeting called 
“What’s Next?” — scheduled 
for Thursday, January 13, 
from 7-9 p.m. at Mill Valley 
Community Church at 
Throckmorton and Olive. 

( “The Town Hall builds on 
the achievements of those 
who have come before us,” 
said Zimmerman. “At the 


same time it opens a new 
chapter in our call for the 
right to participate in and 
contribute to the life of our 
county, as fully empowered 
citizens. 

“Your involvement as facil¬ 
itators, participants and vol¬ 
unteers enabled us to dream, 
as a community, of a future 
here in Marin that offers dig¬ 
nity and quality to all who 
live here.”

Hillary To Do L.A. in January

AIDS Project Los Angeles 
will honor First Lady Hillary 
Clinton and Walt Disney Stu¬ 
dio Chair Jeffrey Katzenberg 
at the seventh annual “Com¬ 
mittment to Life” ceremony 
slated for January 27 at the 
Universal Ampitheatre. 
Awards are given each year 
to acknowledge recipients’ ef¬ 
forts in combatting AIDS. 

“We are delighted to be 
recognizing two individuals 
who have both played key 
roles in the ongoing crusade 
against AIDS,” event co-chair 
David Geffen said in a pre¬ 
pared statement. APLA 
Board President Steve Tisch 
told the Los Angeles Times 
that Geffen and event co-chair 
Barry Diller personally pur¬ 
sued and secured Clinton’s 
appearance. 

Katzenberg is on APLA’s 
governing board and, Tisch 
told the Times, “has made a 
substantial financial committ¬ 
ment to APLA” as well as be¬ 
ing “extremely supportive” 
through Disney. Michael Eis¬ 
ner, chair of Walt Disney Co, 
and Ron Meyes of Creative 
Artists Agency are also event 
co-chairs. The co-chairs and 
the program’s theme — “Heav¬ 
en Can Wait” to honor 
celebrities lost to AIDS — will 
no doubt entice many celebri¬ 
ties to attend the event. 

But there is some specula¬ 
tion about whether the First 
Lady’s attendance might 
bring demonstrators as well 
as supporters. Her husband 
fell into disfavor with many 
in the gay community when 


as President he backtracked 
on campaign promises. Gays 
are still stewing over Clin¬ 
ton’s military “compromise” 
and his choice of Kristine 
Gebbie to be AIDS Coordina¬ 
tor instead of a more power¬ 
ful AIDS Czar. 

“Fighting the AIDS epi¬ 
demic will be a top priority of 
my administration. We cannot 
afford to have yet another 
president who is silent about 
AIDS or who puts the issue 
on the back burner,” candi¬ 
date Clinton’s position paper 
on AIDS intoned. Presented 
at a May 18, 1992 Los Angeles 
fundraiser, the Clinton paper 
also committed to “actively 
use the presidency to focus 
national attention on AIDS.” 

The cornerstone of Clin¬ 
ton’s plan was providing “uni¬ 
versal health coverage” for ev¬ 
eryone — a job he assigned his 
wife. Mrs. Clinton’s selection 
as an honoree in the war 
against AIDS is seen in that 
context: 48 percent of APLA’s 
clients do not have health in¬ 
surance, says APLA spokes¬ 
person Dean Licitra. Addi¬ 
tionally, her appearance be¬ 
comes a not-so-subtle public 
policy reminder to the admin¬ 
istration and the public at 
large to not forget about 
AIDS. 

The First Lady is no 
stranger to APLA. On March 
26, 1992 during a campaign 
swing through Los Angeles, 
she toured the old facility and 
took questions from clients 
and staff. “The very first 
thing that needs to be done is 
to dust off those (Presidential) 
Commission reports and be¬ 


gin to implement their recom¬ 
mendations and to approach 
the AIDS epidemic with the 
same kind of committment 
that we would approach any 
national emergency,” she said 
at the time. 

Afterwards, in an exclusive 
interview with this reporter, 
Mrs. Clinton talked about her 
friends who had died of 
AIDS, fondly remembering 
former legal aid co-worker 
Dan Bradley. “I wish he was 
here today,” she said. “I wish 
that he had not died. But he 
chose to live out his last years 
with the same level of intensi¬ 
ty that he had lived his whole 
life and when somebody does 
that, you feel like its been a 
life that should be celebrated 
and that’s what I think most 
of his friends felt. He wanted 
for all of us to be committed 
to what he had fought his en¬ 
tire life. He taught me a lot.” 

“It is fully appropriate” for 
Hillary Clinton to be honored 
by APLA, said Phill Wilson, 
APLA Public Policy Coordi¬ 
nator and a person living with 
AIDS for 12 years. “Absent a 
cure, I’m pleased that some¬ 
one’s taking a stand for the 
benefit for people living with 
HIV and AIDS and for 
healthcare in general.” 

“I know,” said Lenny 
Bloom, CEO of APLA, “that 
by her participation in this 
event, she will be moved and 
touched and uplifted and 
challenged, and I feel certain 
she will return to the White 
House with an even greater 
sense of urgency than that 
with which she arrived.” ▼

He moved to Palm Springs in 
1978. Following Alianiello’s lead, 
several San Francisco friends moved to 
Palm Springs shortly thereafter. 

Alianiello traveled extensively. He 
once spent six weeks in Europe visiting 
nine countries. He made other trips to 
Europe, and just about anywhere you 
could imagine in North America. He 
had a knack for meeting celebrities and 
would amuse his friends with anecdotes 
of chance encounters that most of them 
could only imagine!

Edward Michael Ferguson passed

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JEFF DOUTT 

Mar. 30, 1947 - Nov. 7, 1993 

My lover for the last 20 years and my best friend, Jeff Doutt died at our home outside of Sebastopol in the early morning hours of 
November 7. Although Jeff’s health had steadily declined over the last year, the crisis that brought on his death was sudden and 
unexpected. I do not know if Jeff has gone on to some other plane of existence. I only know that he has left me alone and aching for 
his presence on this one. 


Jeff was born and brought up in the East Bay. He graduated with honors from U.C. Berkeley 
during the turmoil of the late sixties and went on to complete a PhD. there in agricultural economics. 

I met Jeff at desperate hour in a popular bar on Castro Street during the holiday weekend in 
September 1973. A close bond developed so quickly between us that I always teased him that he 
was just a Labor Day trick who never went home. Two days after we met, Jeff started a new job as a 
lecturer in the Management Department at Sonoma State University. His success there prompted our 
move from San Francisco to Sonoma County in 1976. 

Jeff’s organizational abilities quickly propelled him into academic administration. He was 
elected to the chairmanship of the Management Department in 1976 and named Dean of the School of 
Social Sciences from 1980-86. Jeff was subsequently appointed as Dean of the School of Business 
and Economics in 1986, a department that was largely created through his efforts. He held that 
position until his disability retirement at the end of December 1992. At the time of these 
appointments, Jeff was the youngest department chair and dean ever to serve at the University. 


One of Jeff’s strongest interests was travel. Since 1979, He made annual trips to Europe and sometimes even more frequently. 
Jeff’s interest in European life and culture provided the incentive for him to study and learn to speak French, Italian, and German. He 
had friends spread all over the continent with a significant concentration of them in Germany--a mutually favored destination for both of 
us. Jeff also liked travel to more remote places as well. He snorkeled in Fiji and climbed Ayers Rock in the Australian outback and 
Machu Picchu in the highlands of Peru. 

After being stranded in a Dallas cowboy bar because he did not know how to two step, Jeff took up C&W dancing five years ago 
and become very adept. For several years, he and his dance partner Becky were frequently seen at the Rawhide II and the dance bars 
at the Russian River. As his health declined, Jeff regretted having to give up dancing almost more than anything else. 

There has been widespread community recognition of Jeff’s contributions to various human service agencies on which he served 
as a board member. Three years ago he was appointed by the County Board of Supervisors to serve on the Sonoma County 
Commission on AIDS. He acted as chairman of the Commission for the last two years up until the time of his death. In this role, he is 
credited for having successfully steered the organization through the state funding bureaucracies. Jeff was also very visible in the 
business sector as frequent guest speaker on the state of the economy. 

Because of his visibility in the community, Jeff chose to make a public disclosure of his diagnosis of AIDS and his reasons for 
retirement from the University. As a result of this disclosure, a large number of straight and gay friends and colleagues came forward to 
form a support network. This group provided emotional and practical support for both of us. I would like to single out particularly the 
following members of that network without whose devotion I could not have made it through this ordeal with my dignity intact: Diane 
Brown, Jeff’s former administrative assistant who expertly coordinated the support group; Becky Sorin, Jeff’s dance partner who 
provided him with companionship that was very important to him; Brad Crowell and Gary Koehler who thought they were going to spend 
a restful weekend in the country, but who ended up dispensing care and comfort to both Jeff and me in his final hours. 

There will be a memorial service held on December 11, at Sonoma State University. Contributions in Jeff’s memory may be made 
to Face to Face in Santa Rosa or the Jeffrey T. Doutt Endowment at SSU.

In The Cockettes film, 
Tricia’s Wedding, he played actor cum 
Senator George Murphy, and he played 
a Stanford University student in 
Elevator Girls in Bondage. Under the 
-sobriquet of Philthee Ritz, he was call¬ 
ed “the Cockette who could read.” His 
doctoral dissertation, Midnight Mas¬ 
querade: The Fabulous Cockettes, in¬ 
cludes Sylvester’s last interview, “A 
Dish Before Dying.” 

In the mid-70s, his plays, Legend in 
Sand and The Passion of Barbara Mar¬ 
tinez, were produced in San Francisco. 
As a lyricist he collaborated with Janice 
Sukaitis on the musical Rickets: A Day 
in the Life of the Counter Culture. Dur¬ 
ing this same time he teamed with 
pianist Scrumbly Koldewyn to create 
some of the Bay Area’s most popular 
cabaret theatre. He also wrote the lyrics 
for Broken Dishes, a musical review 
featuring Dolores Deluxe and Amber 
Waves. Martin also directed Divine, 
Kreemah Ritz, Mink Stole and Goldie 
Glitters in The Metronome Murders. 
With San Diego’s Carpenter’s Children, 
he directed Noel Grieg’s Dear Love of 
Comrades, about the life of early gay 
pioneer Edward Carpenter. 

Martin pursued an academic career 
with Richard Scheckner at the Perfor¬ 
mance Studies Department at New 
York University. In 1991, he was 
associate professor *f drama at the 
University of Wisconsin, Madison, and 
was, at the time of his death, associate 
professor of theatre at Antioch College, 


Yellow Springs, Ohio, where he directd 
his adaptation of Meridel Le Seur’s The 
Prairie Girl. He was known in academic 
circles as Dr. Queen and presented 
panels at academic conferences under 
the rubric “Dr. Queen’s Drag Academy.” 

A Vietnam and Stonewall era 
veteran, Martin was a consummate 
theatre worker, a moral force in the 
politics of class and gender, and a man 
or wit and wisdom. He is survived by 
his mother, Rose Lefferts; and his sister, 
Dorothy Kirsch, both of Fair Lawn, NJ;

According to Den Bukows- 
ki, president of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual 
Democratic Club, the whole 
celebration was designed to 
give everyone a historical in¬ 
sight on what San Francisco’s 
gay community is all about, 
plus a “unique coming togeth¬ 
er of the community, not seen 
in a long time.” 


The chorus returns 

The Milk assassination in 
1978 also marked the begin¬ 
ning of another San Francisco 
institution, the San Francisco 
Gay Men’s Chorus. It was on 
that same fateful night that 
the chorus made its debut 
performance at the steps of 
City Hall. The SFGMC has 
come a long way since then. 
It was the groups’ national 
tour in 1981 that inspired the 


organization of other gay and 
lesbian choruses in the U.S. 
and other parts of the world. 
Today, notwithstanding a 
quarter of a million dollar 
debt resulting from this tour 
(which it has successfully paid 
off in recent years). SFGMC 
stands strong as a profession¬ 
al performing arts organiza¬ 
tion and a source of pride for 
San Francisco’s gay commu¬ 
nity. 

At the end of Saturday’s 
candlelight march, with a gi¬ 
ant rainbow flag hung from 
the balcony of the Mayor’s Of¬ 
fice as a backdrop, the chorus 
“re-enacted” its historic 1978 
singing debut. SFGMC’s cur¬ 
rent 150 singing members 
were joined by some 80 for¬ 
mer members — including five 
who were part of the original 
group that sang the first time 
at the steps of City Hall. It 
was an extremely proud —- al¬ 
though emotional — moment 
for the chorus, and a time to 
remember and honor its 
members — more than a hun¬ 
dred by now — who have died 
from AIDS. 

Steven Prokasky would 
have wanted to be at the 
steps of City Hall on Satur¬ 
day. Until recently, he was 
one of the last few surviving 
founding members of the cho¬ 
rus. Steven passed away 
Thursday, November 18, after 
a difficult battle with AIDS. 
In an interview for a recent 


documentary about the cho¬ 
rus, Steven summed up what 
the SFGMC was about when 
it started 15 years ago: “Early 
on, what we were dealing 
with was centuries-old stereo¬ 
types and oppression of gay 
people, and the emphasis was 
on pride ... pride as lesbian 
and gay people, pride in 
putting out quality music.” 
But with the onset of AIDS, 
that emphasis has changed. 
Steven has said that the role 
of the chorus evolved into a 
“healing, emotional, and lov¬ 
ing role,” because of the im¬ 
pact of the epidemic on its 
membership and the larger 
gay community. 

Organizers of the candle¬ 
light memorial found it most 
fitting to include a perfor¬ 
mance by the SFGMC as a 
major component of this 
year’s commemoration. The 
chorus was joined by the San 
Francisco Lesbian/Gay Free¬ 
dom Marching Band, which 
also led in the march. Co¬ 
sponsoring this year’s event 
with the Harvey Milk Demo¬ 
cratic Club were the Commu¬ 
nity Against Violence 
(CUAV), the Gay Asian Pacif¬ 
ic Alliance (GAPA), and the 
San Francisco Stonewall 25 
Committee. The Castro Vil¬ 
lage Pharmacy volunteered to 
foot the bill for the lighting 
and sound system for the City 
Hall program. ▼

Showing True Colors

eneral Mundy, Ma- 
m * rine Corps com- 
■ ^ mander, has once 

again galvanized 
public opinion with his blunt- 
spoken sentiments, this time 
about African Americans. 
Mundy first came to national 
prominence as the Pentagon’s 
point man in their recent 
campaign to keep gays out of 
the military. Mundy’s remark¬ 
ably successful efforts includ¬ 
ed distributing queer-bashing 
videos to all members of 
Congress and denouncing gay 
soldiers as corrosive to mili¬ 
tary discipline. 

Not long after this tri¬ 
umph, Mundy again caught 
the public eye when he de¬ 
clared that henceforth the 
Marines would discourage 
marriage among the ranks. 
Married recruits would be re¬ 
jected, and single Marines de¬ 
siring marriage would be 
compelled to undergo manda¬ 
tory “counseling” first (on the 
presumption that any man 
who wants to get married 
must be crazy?). Already mar¬ 
ried Marines would be gradu¬ 
ally phased out, I guess. The 
rational was similar to that of¬ 
fered for rejecting gays — mar¬ 
ried Marines are inferior sol¬ 
diers, less dedicated to the 
corps and less likely to re-en- 
list. 

This time that argument 
failed to work. “They can’t be 
gay, they can’t be married. 
What are they supposed to 
do, take cold showers?” the 
pundits quipped. The outcry 
was so great that he had to 
back down. 

But Mundy hasn’t avoided 
taking his philosophy to its 
logical conclusions. During a 
recent 20-20 interview, he ex¬ 
plained why “minority” sol¬ 
diers are inferior to Anglos. 
Such breadth of bigotry 
comes as no surprise to most 
queers, but it appears to have 
shocked some who took 
Mundy’s previous ravings at 
face value. Perhaps he’ll soon 
propose resegregating the 
armed services. After all, 
America hasn’t really won a 
war since desegregation, un¬ 
less you count Korea. 

Special People 

More true colors were re¬ 
vealed when Bill Rhodes, the 
executive director of the Pol¬ 
ly Klaas foundation (orga¬ 
nized to find the abducted 12- 
year-old girl from Petaluma), 
was forced to resign after his 
record as a convicted child 
molester came to light. Kinda 


makes you wonder what kind 
of person gets into this miss¬ 
ing children shtick, doesn’t it? 
Last month Thomas Bidner, 
the much suspected but never 
convicted abductor and self- 
styled free-lance abduction in¬ 
vestigator, offered his services 
to the Klaas foundation. 
Rhodes rejected the offer — at 
the time people assumed it 
was because of Bidner’s 
murky record, but in retro¬ 
spect, it probably had more to 
do with not wanting competi¬ 
tion. 

The Klaas foundation has 
been plagued by a plethora of 
frenzied support and a lack of 
any constructive way to use 
it. Money is easily raised, but 
what is it to be spent on? Sev¬ 
en million fliers — of dubious 
usefulness — have already 
been distributed, and the case 
has aired repeatedly on na¬ 
tional TV real-crime shows. 
Some people wonder if this 
publicity doesn’t put Polly at 
even greater risk of being 
murdered by her increasingly 
hunted abductor. 

The funds do support a 
hotline, but its value is also 
questioned. Despite 200 calls

a day at the peak of the me¬ 
dia blitz, not a single helpful 
clue has surfaced. Of course, 
no less than 25 percent of 
those calls were from self-de¬ 
scribed “psychics,” so perhaps 
we shouldn’t expect too much 
from them. 

The foundation even at¬ 
tempted to give their surplus 
bucks to the local police, but 
were turned down. The po¬ 
lice feared that it would look 
like they were for hire, as it 
were, to the highest bidder, 
and they’re already being 
asked why the Klaas case is 
getting so much more atten¬ 
tion and ettort than other on¬ 
going but less popular miss¬ 
ing-child cases. 

One thing they can 
usefully spend money on now 
is doing background checks 
on their volunteers. This com¬ 
mon procedure had been rec¬ 
ommended by the police but 
rejected by then director 
Rhodes (for what are now ob¬ 
vious reasons). After all, you 
don’t want some weirdo an¬ 
swering the phones when 
those “psychics” call with the 
answer! 

The Wages of Sin 

A panel convened by the 
Franciscan order of the 
Catholic Church has just con¬ 


cluded that at least 34 boys 
were molested by no less 
than 12 priests at the now de¬ 
funct Saint Anthony’s semi¬ 
nary of Santa Barbara over a 
30-year period. The report de¬ 
scribed a “variety of offenses 
including [but, we presume, 
not limited to] nude games, 
nude photographs, fondling, 
masturbation, oral copulation 
and examination of genitals 
under the pretext of hernia 
examinations.” 

Yup, give me that old-time 
religion! It sounds like more 
fun than a weekend at the 
Michael Jackson ranch. 

Most of the boys were of 
“high school age,” 14 to 17 
years old, but one of the vic¬ 
tims was as young as seven. 
Of the 12 priests found to 
have engaged in the molesta¬ 
tion, only one was ever pun¬ 
ished — a six-month sentence 
for oral copulation. Of the 
others, one left the order, one 
died “of natural causes’’ 
(AIDS is natural, isn’t it?), and 
the others “are being treated 
by therapists.” The seminary 
— “a boarding school for aspir¬ 
ing priests” — closed in 1987, 
so the panel’s report comes 
just as the six-year statute of 
limitations on the prosecution 
of child molestation kicks in. 
How convenient! 

The panel was part of the 
Catholic Church’s national ef¬ 
forts to address widespread 
questions about its encourag¬ 
ing, tolerating, and shielding 
child molesters among the 
priesthood. The St. Anthony’s 
case is a harbinger of what 
these efforts are likely to pro¬ 
duce: some hand-wringing 
and lukewarm apologizing 
but no real restitution, retri¬ 
bution or significant change. 
St. Anthony’s was already 
closed, the time limit expired 
on prosecution, the perpetra¬ 
tors long since dispersed — 
what’s left to do except say a 
few “Hail Marys” and grant 
absolution to everyone in¬ 
volved? 

A similar panel just acquit¬ 
ted Cardinal Bernardin of re¬ 
cent molestation charges. 
There is no reason to suspect 
that its members were influ¬ 
enced by the fact that all of 
them had been appointed by 
Bernardin just a few months 
before, but neither should one 
expect any harsh punishment 
from these “in-house” 
guardians. They answer to a 
higher authority — and appar¬ 
ently a much more lenient 
one. Things sure have 
changed since the days of the 
Spanish Inquisition! ▼

Gay Ban Gets Pentagon 
Discharged From NY Schools

A ruling last week in New 
York State Supreme Court 
that bars military recruiters 
from a state law school is ex¬ 
pected to have far-reaching ef¬ 
fects throughout the entire 
state’s colleges and law 
schools. 

New York State Supreme 
Court Justice Diane Lebedeff 
ruled Thursday, November 
16, that the State University 
of New York-Buffalo law 
school must abide by the gov¬ 
ernor’s anti-discrimination ex¬ 
ecutive order and bar re¬ 
cruiters from its campus as 
long as the military continues 
to enforce its ban on gays and 
lesbians. 

Lebedeffs ruling in New 
York’s trial court overturned 
a 1991 decision by the state’s 
Division of Human Rights, 
which found that Governor 
Cuomo’s 1983 executive order 
banning state agencies from 


discriminating on the basis of 
sexual orientation did not ap¬ 
ply to military recruiters. 

Spokespersons for Cuomo 
and the State University of 
New York were unwilling to 
comment on how the state 
will respond to the ruling, 
which was issued in a case 
filed by a lesbian student at 
the State University of New 
York-Buffalo law school. 

The Department of De¬ 
fense will abide by the court’s 
ruling, said Lieutenant 
Colonel Doug Hart, a Pen¬ 
tagon spokesman. 

“We will abide by the 
courts and whatever the uni¬ 
versity wants,” Hart said. “If 
the university doesn’t want us 
on their campus, we will not 
be on the campus.”

directive, universities that do 
not allow recruiters on cam¬ 
pus are ineligible for Depart¬ 
ment of Defense funds. Ac¬ 
cording to a brief filed by 
SUNY in the lawsuit, the de¬ 
partment provided $15.2 mil¬ 
lion in research funding to 
the university system in 1991. 

Although the military ban 
itself was not at issue in the 
lawsuit, the court’s decision is 
being hailed as “one more 
voice being raised against the 
ban,” said Evan Wolfson, se¬ 
nior staff attorney at Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, which represented the 
student. 

Justice Lebedeff wrote in 
her opinion, “As a result of 
the school’s policy and prac¬ 
tices, gay and lesbian law stu¬ 
dents have been offered few¬ 
er placement opportunities 
than heterosexual students,” 
Lebedeff wrote in last week’s 
decision. “They have suffered 
stigma, humiliation, and the 
loss of professional and edu¬ 
cational benefits as a result of 
defendants’ unlawful con¬ 
duct.” 

The District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals became the 
highest court yet to denounce 
the ban as “irrational” and 
“unconstitutional.” A three- 
judge panel ruled that Navy 
Midshipman Joe Steffan be 
reinstated to the military and 
be given his diploma from the 
Naval Academy, from which 
he was expelled six weeks 
prior to graduation. 

“Five courts in the past 
few months have held that 
military discrimination 
against gay people is irra¬ 
tional, unconstitutional, and 
just plain un-American,” said 
Beatrice Dohrn, Lambda’s le¬ 
gal director. 

In addition to its signifi¬ 
cance in the context of the 
military ban, the court’s deci¬ 
sion was important for its 
strengthening of the scope of 
New York state’s executive 
order, Wolfson said. 

“This puts real teeth in the 
order, making it a weapon 
any individual in the state can 
use even against bureaucrats 
within the governor’s own 
control,” he said. 

Should the state decide to 
appeal the decision, Cuomo 
would essentially be put in 
the position of fighting in 
court to prevent an agency 
from enforcing his own exec¬ 
utive order. 

“That makes no sense 
from somebody who’s sup¬ 
posed to be committed to les¬ 
bian and gay civil rights and 
opposed to the military ban,” 
Wolfson said. ▼

...But NY Schools Are Still Being Pushed Around by Fundies 

Anti-Sex Forces, State Ed Commissioner, Square Off over AIDS

ALBANY, NEW YORK 
(UPI) — The State Board of 
Regents has postponed the 
vote on a controversial AIDS 
education manual, at least un¬ 
til next January. 

The proposed manual, 
which would be distributed to 
schools across the state, is a 
revision of one developed last 


year but scrapped after reli¬ 
gious groups complained it 
did not stress abstinence as 
the best way to avoid con¬ 
tracting the AIDS virus. 

But last week State Health 
Commissioner Mark D. Chas- 
sin criticized the new version 
because it emphasized absti¬ 
nence at the expense of pro¬ 
viding people already having 
sex with the information they 


need to reduce the risk of 
catching AIDS. 

State Education Commis¬ 
sioner Thomas Sobol defend¬ 
ed the prominent role that ab¬ 
stinence has been given in the 
updated manual. 

“It has been the clear poli¬ 
cy of the Board of Regents 
for some time now to stress 
abstinence foremost as the 
only surefire way of prevent- 


Expanded Kidporn Definition 
Gets One Step Closer to Reality

WASHINGTON - As ex¬ 
pected, the Justice Depart¬ 
ment has sent a draft for a 
new, broader child pornogra¬ 
phy law to the White House — 
legislation put together on 
President Bill Clinton’s or¬ 
ders. 

The contents of the draft 
are not being made public, 
but a Clinton administration 
official said, under condition 
of anonymity, that it tries to 
clear up ambiguities in the 
present law. 

Last-minute changes to the 
draft were considered on 
Tuesday, November 16, but 
were rejected that afternoon. 

The draft will be chan¬ 
neled through the Office of 
Management and Budget — a 
traffic cop of sorts for admin¬ 


istration proposals sent to 
Capitol Hill — and will then 
be sent to Congress, where 
it’s expected to be on an ex¬ 
tremely fast track. 

The touchy issue has sent 
at least two branches of gov¬ 
ernment scurrying for cover 
recently. 

Porn with no nudity 

After the Justice Depart¬ 
ment recommended that a 
child pornography case in¬ 
volving no nudity be reheard 
by an appeals court on nar¬ 
rower grounds — and a defen¬ 
dant’s conviction upheld on 
those narrower grounds — 
conservative and fundamen¬ 
talist groups mounted a na¬ 
tionwide campaign against 
the administration. 

Two weeks ago, the Sen¬ 
ate voted unanimously for a 


non-binding resolution calling 
on the Justice Department to 
interpret the current law in a 
broader fashion. 

Last Thursday, Clinton 
took the unprecedented step 
of saying he agreed with the 
Senate, and publicly ordered 
Attorney General Janet Reno 
to come up with new legisla¬ 
tion that would support a 
broader interpretation. 

Some civil libertarians are 
concerned that the law pro¬ 
posed by Clinton will be too 
broad. Since the statute 
specifically labels pictures of 
fully-clothed children as 
pornography, it may enable 
overzealous prosecutors to 
file kiddie porn charges 
against anyone who possesses 
clothing catalogues or any 
other material where such 
photos are printed. ▼ 


ing the contraction of that dis¬ 
ease,” Sobol said. 

Regents Chancellor Carlos 
Carballada said that while the 
Regents favor abstinence, the 
Board was still willing to con¬ 
sider the complaints that sur¬ 
faced this week.

Sobol said the vote on the

Bernadin Responds 
to Allegations 

PWA's Lawsuit Is 

Third Against the Cardinal This Year

CHICAGO - On Wednes¬ 
day, November 24, attorneys 
for Cardinal Joseph Bernardin 
filed a response to a suit by a 
Philadelphia man who ac¬ 
cused the cardinal of sodomiz¬ 
ing him in the mid-1970s. 

The response was filed in 
federal court in Cincinnati in 
a $10 million sexual abuse 
suit by Steven Cook, 34, who 
is dying of AIDS. 

Earlier this month, Cook 
accused Bernardin and anoth¬ 
er priest of sexually abusing 
Cook when he was a teenager 
and while Bernardin headed 
the Cincinnati archdiocese. 
Cook said he did not file suit 
earlier because he had re¬ 
pressed memories of the inci¬ 
dents. 

It was unclear whether the 
suit could be pursued. Ohio 
law reportedly prohibits mi¬ 
nor victims of molestation 
who claim repressed memo¬ 
ries from pursuing suits once 
they turn 20. The suit, howev¬ 
er, was filed in federal court, 
not state court. 

In a statement released by 
the Archdiocese of Chicago, 
Bernardin said he wants the 
case adjudicated as quickly as 
possible. 

“I feel it is important to re¬ 


solve this matter as quickly as 
possible,” Bernardin said. 
“Further, this filing gives me 
an opportunity to state under 
oath what I have said many 
times, that I am innocent of 
these charges.” 

Bernardin has retained the 
politically connected law firm 
of Mayer, Brown and Platt to 
represent him, with the help 
of the firm of Frost & Jacobs. 
Both law firms have said they 
would take the case free of 
charge. 


Orgy, Satanism charges 

Bernardin has denied any 
wrongdoing and said he does 
not even remember Cook. 

At a news conference the 
day the suit was filed, 
Bernardin said he has always 
led a chaste and celibate life. 

Although most news re¬ 
ports have implied Cook’s 
suit is unique, in fact it is the 
third accusation of impropri¬ 
ety lodged against the cardi¬ 
nal this year. The earlier 
charges involved an alleged 
orgy and satanic rites. 

Bernardin came to Chicago 
from Cincinnati in 1982 to 
shore up the church’s image 
in the wake of alleged mone¬ 
tary improprieties by his pre¬ 
decessor, Cardinal John 
Cody. ▼

O n Friday, November 
19, PBS aired an 
hour-long segment of 
Bill Moyers’ Journal 
titled “The New Holy War,” 
which looked at efforts by fun¬ 
damentalist leaders to oppose 
equal rights for lesbian and 
gay people. The report, which 
was produced and directed by 
Gail Pellett and written by 
Pellett and Moyers, focused 
specifically on Colorado 
Springs, where many organi¬ 
zations in the Religious Reich 
are headquartered. 

To his credit, Moyers inter¬ 
viewed a handful of lesbian 
and gay Colorado citizens, 
However, Moyers gave a 
wider range of fundamental¬ 
ists considerable time to ex¬ 
plain their heterosupremacist 
views, which they presented 
with all the polish that expen¬ 
sive market testing and foren¬ 
sic training can provide. Al¬ 
though Moyers gently chal¬ 
lenged the speakers to justify 
some of their points, he did 
not refute their many distor¬ 
tions, misleading statements, 
and outright lies. In fact, he of¬ 
fered no evaluation of the two 
“sides” whatsoever. Viewers 
who don’t know better may 
have believed the misinforma¬ 
tion presented in this pro¬ 
gram, and anti-gay viewers 
must have felt vindicated and 
affirmed in their beliefs. 

Though Moyers did not 
know it, many of his featured 
bigots quoted directly from 
“Medical Consequences of 
What Homosexuals Do,” a 
widely-distributed and outra¬ 
geously deceptive pamphlet 
produced by Paul Cameron (a 
quack “psychologist” who has 
lied to several U.S. courts and 
who also has been roundly 
condemned by the American 
Psychological Association, 
American Sociological Associ¬ 
ation, and other professional 
associations). Among other 
“facts,” the pamphlet states: 
“The rectum was not designed 
to accommodate the fist (or lit¬ 
tle gerbils), and those who do 
so can find themselves con¬ 
signed to diapers for life.” Un¬ 
fortunately, Moyer’s never got 
around to taking a close look 
at that pamphlet or other key 
sources of fundamentalist mis¬ 
information.

Laughing 
On the 
Outside

I sn’t it great to see gay 
people telling the jokes, 
instead of being the butt 
of them?” That’s what 
comic Lea DeLaria asks as 
host of Comedy Central’s first 
lesbian and gay comedy spe¬ 
cial, Out There. 

And the answer is yes. It is 
great. But is it funny? Well, 
yes and no. 

The program fails to cap¬ 
ture all the excitement of its 
two live October tapings at 
the Great American Music 
Hall. One of the principal 
problems is that the cameras 
tend to magnify some of the 
comics’ rougher edges. In oth¬ 
er instances, jokes that were 
embraced by the Music Hall’s 
crowd don’t always translate 
well to the small screen. And, 
as well, some of the jokes 
simply aren’t funny. 

Out There airs on Cable’s 
Comedy Central Friday night 
at 10 p.m. The show is a one- 
hour special that blends 
stand-up comedy, musical re¬ 


vue and theatrical sketches. 
Filmed cameo appearances 
and statements of gay support 
by such celebrities as Bea 
Arthur and Sir Ian McKellen 
are also featured. Yet, despite 
all this variety and enthusi¬ 
asm, the final cut still falls 
flat.

Reductive 

Take DeLaria for instance. 
There is no doubt that she is 
the breakthrough comedian 
of the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. Part Kaye Ballard, 
part Redd Foxx, she is both 
dirty and smart. But the role 
of emcee limits her edited 
performance to scripted jokes 
and introductions of other 
comics. Within those confines, 
you don’t see her natural 
quick wit in action, the spon¬ 
taneity with which she re¬ 
sponded to the often chaotic 
start-and-stop pace of the actu¬ 
al taping. Of all the show’s 


performers, DeLaria seems 
the most comfortable on cam¬ 
era — which is not to say the 
others aren’t funny. They’re 
just less polished. 

Suzanne Westenhoefer 
kicks off the program with a 
strong set of stand-up come¬ 
dy. Graced with cheerleader 
good looks, and a gang moil’s 
voice, Westenhoefer delivers 
a particularly funny S&M 
bit. But sometimes, she punc¬ 
tuates her jokes with exclam¬ 
atory hand gestures — fists in 
the air, victory shuffles, the 
kind of thing more commonly 
seen at sporting events. And

A young fan once wrote 
Maurice Sendak, cre¬ 
ator of America’s 
most famous chil¬ 
dren’s book, Where the Wild 
Things Are, to ask: “How 
much does it cost to get to 
where the wild things are?” If 
it is not too expensive, my sis¬ 
ter and I want to spend the 
summer there. Please answer 
soon.” 

What I want to ask Mr. 
Sendak is whether or not he’s 
aware that gay men are run¬ 
ning around with tattoos of 
Max, the wolf-suited terror 
who yells “No!” from that 
first big hit? 

Sendak once admitted to 
Village Voice oracle Nat 
Hentoff, “I was miserable as a 
kid. I couldn’t make friends, I 
couldn’t play stoopball terrific 
and I couldn’t skate. I stayed 


home and drew pictures. You 
know what they all thought 
of me: sissy Maurice Sendak.” 

Later discovered window¬ 
decorating in a Manhattan de¬ 
partment store, Sendak start¬ 
ed illustrating children’s 
books for Ruth Krauss (A 
Hole Is to Dig) and Elsa 
Holmelund Minarik (the Lit¬ 
tle Bear series). After that 
came illustrations for the 
Hans Christian Anderson sto¬ 
ries and others for the Unit¬ 
ed Synagogue Commission. 

Rosie and Pierre 

In the early ’60s, Harper 
& Row published The Sign 
On Rosie’s Door, the first 
book he both wrote and illus¬ 
trated, and The Nutshell Li¬ 
brary, four perfectly charm¬ 
ing micro-sized books.

Femmes have been largely 
invisible in both lesbian and 
straight culture. In the for¬ 
mer, femmes are looked 
down upon for “passing as 
straight.” In straight culture, 
femmes are viewed as “really 
wanting a man, anyway.” 
There’s very little respect for 
these women, but that’s start¬ 
ing to change. Today, the 
femme voice is being heard 
more and more in the arts. 

The Well of Horniness, 
written by the reigning queen 
of high femmes, that tantaliz¬ 
ing top, Ms. Holly Hughes, is 
currently enjoying a well-de¬ 
served extended nm through 
December 18 ifiTheatre Rhi¬ 
no’s Studio. Horniness chron¬ 
icles the plight of several high 
femmes. The production is 
highly polished, vastly amus¬ 
ing, and it’s worth seeing 
twice —■ both for the perfor¬ 
mances and to catch all the 
nuances of Hughes’ language. 

New Femmes in Town 

But wait ... just when you 
thought it was safe to go out 
on the streets without your 
makeup immaculate, a new 
group of young high femme 
theatre artists has hit town, 
and their work is good! Death 
on Heels is a strong, if not 
entirely polished, evening of 
young femme voices. 

What I found intriguing 
about the evening of song, 
dance, and monologue was 
the wide diversity of femme 
experience portrayed here. 
April Miller is billed as a les¬ 
bian torch singer, and she 
conveys an endearing inno¬ 
cence, even a shyness, in con¬ 
trast to the torch songs she 
sings, while LMNOP Dance 
trades heavily in high femme 
fury for their number. Sarah 
Brown performs a solo piece 
called Taking Off Madonna’s 
Clothes, a femme dyke’s fan¬ 
tasy affair with Madonna. 

Death on Heels is as if 
Judy Garland turned to Gin¬ 
ger Rogers, gave her a long, 
deep kiss, and said, “Gee, 
we’ve got a barn; let’s put on 
a show!” These are all new 
voices struggling to find a 
way to say, ‘‘Wake up, 
femmes are here!” 

Better and Better 

Jessica Patton reads her

Local Talent Shines in 

Fifth French Lesbian Film Festival 

French Dykes 
Like Yank Pics

W hile lesbians 
around the world 
are at the fore¬ 
front of the great 
social causes of our time, such 
as vegetarianism and recov¬ 
ery, in France dykes are real 
die-hards when it comes to 
giving up politiquement in- 
correcte pastimes, smoking, 
eating, drinking. So it was 
that last month’s Fifth Annu¬ 
al Lesbian Film Festival in 
Paris, took place in a sea of 
wine (less expensive per glass 
than coca-cola) on an island of 
tartes and under a sky of 
smoke. 

An art house cinema, La 
Clef, was home to 700 visibil¬ 
ity-starved gouines (dykes, 
pronounced goo-oens) who 
came from the five corners of 
France to eat, drink, smoke, 
watch movies from noon to 
midnight and schmooze dur¬ 
ing four fabulous days of 
“non-stop, non-mixte (men- 
less) film and video projec¬ 
tion. In addition to two the¬ 
aters, La Clef offered a large 
salon where visual artists ex¬ 
hibited paintings and sculp¬ 
ture, the Belgian lesbian 
bookstore, Artemis, sold 
books in English and French, 
much quiche was eaten and 
many dates made. 


Verbal Jousting 

Adjacent to all this hub¬ 
bub was a room reserved for 
that mysterious French ritual 
known as the debat. For this 
rhetorical parlor game of mu¬ 
sical soap-boxes everyone pre¬ 
sent is invited to theorize out 
loud and take personal of¬ 
fense at what she’s misunder¬ 
stood as an affront to her in¬ 
tellectual integrity. When par¬ 
ticipants don’t leave a debat 
radiant — proof positive that 
the French Cartesian spirit 
has triumphed over the chaos 
of reality — they go off to 
pout. 

Ingrid Renard, the debate’s 
organizer heroically refereed 
the sometimes volatile discus¬ 
sions on such perennial topics 
as sexuality, activism, age and 
disability. She was also re¬ 
sponsible for the simultane¬ 
ous translation into sign-lan¬ 
guage of several films, a festi¬ 
val first. Sophie Russell, a 
bilingual American in Paris 
involved in deaf-rights ac¬ 
tivism, was among those who 
signed. 

The big surprise of the fes¬ 
tival was not the strong pres¬ 
ence of English language film 
and video, a geopoliticad-cum- 
cultural given the French 
grudgingly make the best of, 
but the enthusiastic response 
to two U.S. topics of concern 
which might easily have left 
the Frenchies as cold as prop¬ 
erly chilled Sauternes: direct 
action politics and female 
ejaculation. 

Su Friedrich and Janet 
Baus’ The Lesbian Avengers 
Eat Fire Too, an overview of 
a year’s worth of political ac¬ 
tivism by the New York City- 
based group, packed several 
houses with whooping les¬ 


bians who were apparently 
ready to take to the streets. In 
the midst of what seems like 
endless French lesbian-femi¬ 
nist doldrums, this was in¬ 
deed a joyous noise. If the 
French can overcome their 
fear of the possible loss of cul¬ 
tural identity represented by 
taking inspiration from an 
American model, there could 
be a Paris chapter of Les Jus- 
ticieres Lesbiennes before 
the year is out. In any event, 
just about everybody who got 
the message agreed: having 
flown to everybody else’s res¬ 
cue, it’s high time lesbians 
went into the social justice 
business for themselves. 

Fatale videos’ How To 
Female Ejaculate, was the 
comedy sleeper of the festi¬ 
val. Originally scheduled to 
be shown only once — after 
much heated debate about the 
propriety of showing it at all 
—Ejaculate so delighted the 
sometimes squeamish dykes 
that the organizers found 
themselves obliged to bring 
back the onscreen ejacula¬ 
tions by popular demand. 

A guided tour of sexual 
anatomy, featuring San Fran¬

cisco’s own Fanny Fatale as 
the Jane Fonda of genital aer¬ 
obics, Ejaculate is a strange¬ 
ly successful mix of bur¬ 
lesque, consciousness-raising 
and clinical gynecology. 
While some spectators com¬ 
plained of the narcissism in¬ 
herent in learning to expel 
fluid from one’s urethral 
sponge on command, others 
were disgusted by the dis¬ 
playing of womanflesh like so 
much charcuterie (cold cuts). 
Nevertheless, the majority 
gave it up to the amusing 
spectacle of Americans taking 
the subject as far as it would 
go without letting emotions 
get in their way. At the very 
least, Ejaculate gave the 
French plenty to talk about, 
and Goddess knows they like 
(almost) nothing better. 


Karen Everett Shines 

San Francisco was done 
proud by Karen Everett’s 
Framing Lesbian Fashion, an 
overview of la mode lesbi- 
enne that included such yank 
exotica as piercing, S/M and 
cross-dressing. Barbara Ham¬ 
mer’s Nitrate Kisses afford¬ 
ed a much-appreciated view 
of the body erotic after the 
age of 40 and some genius- 
quality filmmaking. 

Despite the warm recep¬ 
tion given to U.S. imports, 
the festival organizers remain 
firmly committed to the pro¬ 
duction of French lesbian 
film and video. Marie-Joseph 
Devillers, the organizers’ or¬ 
ganizer, admitted to being dis¬ 
appointed with the films 


available to the festival. “An¬ 
glo-Saxon films are fine,” she 
said, “but they fail to reflect 
my experience. A lesbian in a 
Latin country doesn’t con¬ 
front the same reality, can’t 
be visible as a lesbian in the 
same way. Latin countries are 
more macho and there’s less 
tolerance for everything that 
is gay.” 

To remedy the gap be¬ 
tween the French lesbian life 
as lived and filmed, the 
festival has launched a screen¬ 
writing contest, which will 
lead to the production of a fic¬ 
tional short subject. If the 30- 
member volunteer festival 
staff gets as good at produc¬ 
ing films as they are at

Final Curtain

W hen Leonie 
Rysanek made 
her American de¬ 
but in San Fran¬ 
cisco on September 18, 1956, 
it was the beginning of an in¬ 
tense love affair between the 
Viennese soprano and an 
adoring public. Almost 40 
years later, Rysanek is still 
going strong, but her current 
performances at the War 
Memorial Opera House as the 
Countess in Tchaikovsky’s 
The Queen of Spades are her 
farewell to local audiences. 

While talking with the so¬ 
prano recently — she looks 15 
years younger than her actual 
67 years — it became obvious 
how Rysanek has managed to 
build such an adoring public. 
She radiates an irresistible 
combination of genuine 
warmth, candor and, of 
course, that fabled Viennese 
charm. 

“My career is so unbeliev¬ 
able,” Rysanek said in her 
dressing room after a recent 
rehearsal. “If anybody had 
told me when I was 30 or 35 
that I would have a debut in 
Houston at 67 (which she did 
last month in Strauss’s Elek- 
tra) I would have said, ‘You are 
crazy! I’ll be dead by then!”’ 

Glamorous Roles 

Her debut role in San 
Francisco was Senta in Wag¬ 
ner’s The Flying Dutchman, 
and a few days later she sang 
another part with which she 
will always be identified, 
Sieglinde in Die Walkure. In 
that cast was another young 
soprano making her U.S. de¬ 
but, Birgit Nilsson. 

“Three parts it was very 
difficult to say goodbye to,” 
she explained in broken En¬ 
glish, “Senta, Sieglinde, and 
the Empress (in Strauss’s Die 
Frau ohne Schatten). But I 
knew I had to. Today I could 
still sing an almost flawless 
Sieglinde.” She paused a sec¬ 
ond, then emphasized honest¬ 
ly, “Almost. But I said, ‘My 
God, you’re over 60. You can¬ 
not play on stage with a Sieg- 
mund who could be your 
grandson, and he’s supposed 
to be your twin brother!”’ 

But does her actual age re¬ 
ally matter, as long as she 
continues to look and sound 
like Sieglinde? 

“I am too proud! I know 
how old I am,” she replied. 

But what if the theatrical 
magic is still there? 

“I’m not the others!” 
Rysanek snapped, eyes blaz¬ 
ing. “I am Leonie Rysanek. 
And I am very proud that I 
had the courage to say no.” 

Callas Understudy 

Fortunately for local audi¬ 
ences Rysanek did not say 
“no” during her second season 
with the SF Opera when the 
company suffered a rash of 
cancellations. Engaged to sing 
the title roles in Turandot 
and Ariadne, she took over 
for Maria Callas in Verdi’s 
Macbeth, a work she had 
only sung in German. “I 
learned it in Italian in two 
weeks,” Rysanek explained in 
her famous husky speaking 
voice, obviously enjoying the 
memory. “Then (Italian sopra¬ 
no Antonietta) Stella can¬ 
celled Ballo and (General Di¬ 
rector Kurt Herbert) Adler 
came to me and said, ‘Now 
you have to sing Ballo'. I said, 


‘Yes, but only in German.’” 
So while her colleagues per¬ 
formed Verdi’s opera in Ital¬ 
ian, Rysanek sang in her na¬ 
tive German. “Can you imag¬ 
ine? And I’m still here,” she 
said, laughing heartily. 

She also sang one perfor¬ 
mance of Aida that season, 
taking over for a young singer 
who was doing the role for 
the first time, Leontyne Price. 

Her colleagues Nilsson and 
Price, and many others, have 
long since left the operatic 
stage, yet Rysanek, who made 
her debut in 1949, continues 
to thrill audiences around the 
world. But it is not the length 
of her career for which she 
will be remembered, as much 
as it is the intense emotion 
she generates, on both sides 
of the footlights. 

“I don’t know how I do it. I 
- think what I always did was 
to have total devotion, singing 
at the Met or in the littlest 
theater, it made no difference. 
When I go on stage, some¬ 
thing clicks. It must, because 
I never do anything intention¬ 
ally. I go on stage and abso¬ 
lutely ‘transfigurate.’ It does 
it.” 

This gift of moving audi¬ 
ences in a deep cathartic way, 
was apparently always 
Rysanek’s. “When I read re¬ 
views from the very begin¬ 
ning people always said, 
‘How moving she is, how 
touching she is.’ A lot of them 
said, ‘She overdoes it,”’ the 
soprano added with a grin. 

Though Rysanek has ex¬ 
celled in a wide repertoire 
(singing in six different lan¬ 
guages), she is perhaps most 
closely identified with the op¬ 
eras of Richard Strauss. In 
fact, she has sung 11 roles in 
8 of his operas (surely a 
record) and is the only sopra¬ 
no in history to have per¬ 
formed all three major female 
roles in Elektra. Rysanek 
never met the composer, who 
died the year of her debut, 
but after one of her Salome’s 
the composer’s son told her, 
“Father must have dreamed 
of a voice like yours, warm, 
rich and with brilliance on 
top.” 

“If you don’t have the top 
forget it,” she exclaimed. 
“Strauss is a murderous com¬ 
poser. But if you have it, he is 
much easier to sing than 
Wagner, much easier than 
Verdi or Puccini.” 

Low Point 

Despite the enormous suc¬ 
cess Rysanek has enjoyed, her 
career has had its low points, 
especially during one period 
in the mid ’60s when she al¬ 
most left the stage. She cred¬ 
its Sir Rudolph Bing, then 
General Manager of the 
Metropolitan Opera, with 
keeping her going during that 
particularly bad time. 

“My marriage was on the 
rocks and I’m a very easily 
depressed person. I wanted to 
stop singing but Bing said, 
‘Are you crazy? You’re too 
young to quit.’ I was 36 or 37. 
So I took off almost a year, 
then started again. Out of 10 
performances, seven were 
bad, two were so-so and one 
was good. I gave myself a 
year and a half and decided if 
it didn’t get better I would 
stop.” 

A To sc a in Vienna was 
the turning point. “I thought, 
if you can do it today, why

not tomorrow? Of course, I 
didn’t always do so well. It 
took me years to come back. 
It’s more the mind (than voice). 
And I found my new husband 
and he made the miracles. He 
really is my second career.” 

In addition to the intensity 
with which Rysanek moves 
audiences, she is also famous 
for her pianissimo. Some say 
hers is the last true pianissi¬ 
mo in opera, because her soft 
singing is also filled with col¬ 
or and emotion. 

“There are two things I 
miss (in young singers today). 
There is no legato (smooth 
singing) and no real pianissi¬ 
mo, floating, with expression. 
They all yell and shout. Ev¬ 
erybody wants to have big 
voices. Piano must be ex¬ 
pressed like a fortissimo, with 
all the power, but you take 
(the volume) back. The voice 
still has to have body and 
soul.” 

It is probably the depth 
with which Rysanek shares 
her soul that makes her such 
a favorite. “I was the fifth of 
six children and I was a diffi¬ 
cult child. I had the feeling I 
had to fight for love, which 
was not true, in retrospect. 
But I thought I was not as 
beloved as my sister and 
brothers. Maybe that was also 
a reason to go on stage and 
conquer people and make 
them love me. I’m sure that 
was a lot of it,” Rysanek said 
in a soft voice. 

“I never thought about be¬ 
ing a big star, or about the 
money. I cared about the love 
of the audience. And that I 
will miss, this love that 
comes back to me. This I will 
miss terribly, I’m sure.” ▼

star Clarity, who has the 
largest tits in the world. It’s a 
well-crafted piece, and Patton 
reads with terrific comic tim¬ 
ing and a lot of heart. 

Performance artist Lisi De- 
Haas does a powerful piece 
called Visitation. She por¬ 
trays a small-town Southern 
woman, stripping off her 
clothing as she strips off the 
layers of social veneer. It’s 
when she’s standing naked 
before us that Ms. DeHaas 
shifts from naturalistic mono¬ 
logue to dance and poetry,

I n 1928 Dorothy Parker 
reviewed Benito Mus¬ 
solini’s novel The Cardi¬ 
nal’s Mistress for a 
young magazine called The 
New Yorker. “Just when you 
think that things are begin¬ 
ning to break a little better,* 
she wrote, ‘it turns out that 
Mussolini has been writing 
books about prelates’ girl¬ 
friends....Sometimes I think 
I’ll give up trying, and just go 
completely Russian and sit on 
a stove and moan all day.” 

There were no stoves on 
the War Memorial Opera 
House stage last Friday 
evening but there was plenty 
of moaning. How could it be 
otherwise since the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera was giving 
Tchaikovsky’s The Queen of 
Spades, a work which is 
thoroughly Russian and so 
has angst in, well, spades. 
One only has to watch and lis¬ 
ten to tenor Vladimir At- 
lantov, as the tortured Gher¬ 
man, at the end of the first 
scene vowing that the noble 
Lisa will be his, to suspect 
there is a minimum of happi¬ 
ness ahead for everyone in¬ 
volved. And when, moments 
later, Atlantov slings his black 
cape around himself in the 
best tradition of Byronic 
heroes and strides offstage in 
the driving rain as the curtain 
falls, there is no doubt that 
plenty of High Drama lies 
ahead. 

The opera is based on 
Pushkin’s short story “Pique 
Dame” (the opera itself is of¬ 
ten performed as Pique 
Dame rather than The 
Queen of Spades). In it we 
learn that Gherman is in love 
with an unknown woman 
whom he can never marry 
since he’s just a soldier. 
Prince Yeletsky, it turns out, 
has just become engaged to 
Lisa, Gherman’s love. Lisa’s 
grandmother, The Countess, 
knows the secret of winning 
at cards and, according to leg¬ 
end, will die when “one burn¬ 
ing with passion” forces her 
to tell her secret, which Gher¬ 
man does. Lisa throws herself 
in the river after Gherman 
leaves her for the gambling 
tables, where he promptly los¬ 
es and shoots himself. 

Not Top Drawer 

Tchaikovsky knew how to 
write lush melodies, and even 
gripping scenes (Tatiana’s 
“Letter Scene” in Eugene 


soul of this woman. The pow¬ 
erfully staged ending left me 
devastated.

Onegin, for instance) but The 
Queen of Spades is far from 
top-drawer Tchaikovsky, and, 
thus, is far down the operat¬ 
ic food chain. 

Nevertheless, the mostly 
strong cast gave it their all. 
Atlantov’s ringing, old-fash¬ 
ioned “can belto” tenor had 
no trouble filling the house 
whenever he wished it to, 
which was most of the time. 
It was thrilling to hear such a 
voice once again, and he con¬ 
veyed Gherman’s tortured 
soul brilliantly. As Lisa, so¬ 
prano Maria Guleghina could 
match Atlantov decibel for 
decibel when necessary, as 
well as match him emotional¬ 
ly. But she could also scale 
back her rich dark voice and 
do some lovely soft singing. 

Baritone Vladimir Redkin 
(making his SF Opera debut 
in this run) looked every inch 
the storybook Prince Yelet¬ 
sky and he made the most of 
his second-act aria. But as 
Count Tomsky, Valery Alex- 
eiev seemed almost over¬ 
whelmed. In the large sup¬ 
porting cast, Yanyu Guo as 
Paulina and Marie Plette as 
Chloe were especially note¬ 
worthy. 

However, for all the excel¬ 
lence on stage it was Leonie 
Rysanek’s Countess that will 
live in memory, proud, tor¬ 
tured, strong-willed, embit¬ 
tered, complete with the fa¬ 
mous Rysanek pianissimo in 
the Countess’s second act 
song. These are the great so¬ 
prano’s farewell performances 
locally and no one who loves 
opera should miss seeing the 
master at work one last time. 
Only a lool would not be 
grateful for the opportunity to 
see Rysanek do any role she 
wants, but I couldn’t help 
wishing Gherman had killed 
himself the first time he 
threatened to (Act I, scene I) 
so Rysanek could make her 
farewell in a meatier role, 
perhaps as Klytemnestra in 
Strauss’s Elektra. 

Robert O’Hearn’s sumptu¬ 
ous sets were a treat as was 
John Copley’s staging. Con¬ 
ductor Edo de Waart led a 
sweeping, colorful account of 
the score, blessedly keeping 
things moving. Both the cho¬ 
rus and orchestra were su¬ 
perb. ▼

two of these women to the 
stage. 

Nicola Grinzler, with her 
story, “Bitch,” raises the ques¬ 
tions: What is the eroticism 
behind making someone want 
you? What is the down-and- 
dirty sex of a hungry femme? 
Ms. Patton returns to the 
stage with another short sto¬ 
ry, “The Second Coming 
(Out),” which might be subti¬ 
tled: “How a nice, Ivy League 
academic theorist tossed it all 
out the window and became a 
femme top dyke sex worker.” 
Spicy and delightful! 

Femmes are going to want 
to see Death on Heels; it’s 
going to be a release. Butches 
will want to see this; it’s go¬ 
ing to be an education. 

Celebration 

Podsnappery, a mono¬ 
logue performed by Chloe 
Ohms, is the highlight of the 
evening. It’s a real celebration 
of femme identity. Ms. Ohms 
is wickedly nonchalant in her 
delivery, belying the depth of 
her material. She talks with 
good humor and compassion 
about being a teenage punk 
dyke and wearing tights, 
miniskirts, and bright red lip¬ 
stick to the women’s center. 
She handily exposes myth af¬ 
ter myth about high femme — 
such as how femmes are only 
discussed in terms of their 
butches. 

She raises questions: 
Where is the power of the sin¬ 
gle femme? What values do 
femmes have beyond how 
good they look, how good 
they fuck? What is a femme 
who’s attracted to other 
femmes? Through her story¬ 
telling, Ms. Ohms gives body, 
voice, and culture back to 


femmes. 

The damning of femmes is 
misogyny, she says, and Ms. 
Ohms admits to having to 
deal with her own internal¬ 
ized misogyny in her coming 
out as a femme. “Everything 
I’d rejected about straight 
women is now being put back 
on me,” she says angrily, “be¬ 
cause I’ve come out as a 
femme. Being femme is not 
the same as being a straight 
woman.” Chloe Ohms is a 
writer/performer at the begin¬ 


ning of what promises to be a 
long, successful career. 

Death on Heels is back for 
two nights only after its sold- 
out October run. Their flier 
reads: “Everyone welcome. 
Femmes come as you are; 
butches come on your knees. 
Boys welcome, too, but in 
femme drag only.” That sums 
it up nicely! ▼

decades: One, Pierre (rhymes 
with “I don’t care”), was an 
eponymous salute to a novel 
by one of the author’s idols, 
homosexual Herman Melville. 
The other, Rosie, was based 
on a jaunty ten-year-old 
Maurice had once seen playing 
from the window of his 
parent’s Brooklyn home. She 
could “imagine herself into be¬ 
ing anything she wanted to be.” 

This plucky girl, later fea¬ 
tured in Really Rosie, a mu¬ 
sical with songs by Carole 
King and lyrics by Sendak, 
was quite clearly a stand-in 
for Sendak. “A mere change 
of sex cannot disguise the es¬ 
sential Rosieness of my 
heroes,” Maurice admitted lu¬ 
cidly in a fascinating chapter 
of Jonathan Cott’s study, 
Pipers At the Gates of Dawn: 
The Wisdom of Children’s 
Literature (McGraw Hill 
1981). 

In 1963, Where the Wild 
Things Are swept the nation. 
In terms of style the book 
was both new and ancient: It 
presented a memorable anti- 
hero and a radically subver¬ 
sive text on rebellion, but in 
the format of a fairy tale 
wherein a lost or abandoned 
child journeys to another 
place, a magic land, where he 
learns how to survive. Kids 
loved it. 

Two other books complet¬ 
ed Sendak’s trilogy about 
magical voyages. The first, 
In the Night Kitchen (1970), 
paid homage to New York 
City at night, a place where 


the Sunshine Bakers “bake 
while you sleep.’ Herein, the 
three bakers all look like 
Oliver Hardy. Heroic Mickey 
dives naked into milk (his vis¬ 
ible tool would present a 
problem for library censors) 
and flies in a plane hand¬ 
made of batter (an interesting 
masturbation fantasy) like a 
pilot out of King Kong over 
an art deco skyline. Sendak 
called it a vendetta, “to say 
that I am now old enough to 
stay up at night and know 
what’s happening in the night 
kitchen.” 

In 1981, Sendak published 
Outside Over There. His 
books continued to create 
controversy. But if Night was 
about overcoming childhood 
repression, Outside con¬ 
cerned regression — out of the 
window, backwards into the 
womb — and rebirth. It’s as if 
Sendak, reading Alice 
Miller’s Drama of the Gifted 
Child, had produced a work 
about narcissistic parents and 
a family so dysfunctional that 
a 9-year-old girl must take on 
the role of her mother in or¬ 
der to save her kidnapped 
baby sister. Maurice points to 
Ida, her sister and the goblins: 
“Look carefully, they’re all fe¬ 
male.” 

Contemporary Themes 

This year, HarperCollins 
published Sendak’s latest 
book, We’re All In the 
Dumps with Jack and Guy, a 
pantomime ingeniously set to 
two old nursery rhymes. 

The dumps of which he 
writes are literal: a Dicken¬ 
sian cardboard tent city be¬ 
neath a modern metropolis; 
newspapers proclaim “AIDS 
Epidemic,” unemployment 


and global crises. Such overt 
political gestures suggest a 
new direction for Sendak. Yet 
another headline on the 
book’s busy cover, heralds a 
familiar refrain, “Leaner 
Times, Meaner Times: Chil¬ 
dren Triumph.” 

We’re All in the Dumps 
With Jack and Guy is a vir¬ 
tual encampment of children, 
of every color, in various de¬ 
grees of undress and disrepair 
- one red-headed punk sports 
a Wild Thing-like T-shirt. The 
youngest, a black child, re¬ 
peats, “Help?” but his plea is 
rebuffed with “Beat it,” by 


tough kids Jack and Guy . 

But the “poor little kid” 
gets kidnapped by two huge, 
horrible rats who carry him 
away to St. Paul’s Bakery 
and Orphanage. Jack and Guy 
are mobilized into action by a 
huge-mouthed maternal Moon 
and aided by a Mozartean an¬ 
gel and an assortment of 
cherubim. On locating the 
child, Jack’s impulse remains, 
“Let’s knock him in the 
head,” but Guy (a Max now 
grown mature) says “No.” 
And lowering him from the 
protective Moon (like Christ 
released from the cross) they 
decide to “bring him up,” the 
folk rhyme has it, “as other 
folks do.” We leave the new 
family still living in the 
dumps, but the brave duo 
now has the bald-headed boy- 
child sleeping cradled in their 
laps. 

Since Sendak declined nu¬ 
merous requests for an inter¬ 
view (he is notoriously pri¬ 
vate), B.A.R. readers can’t 
know which of Sendak’s rela¬ 
tions, partners or experiences 
are evoked in these new 
heroes. But in his press mate¬ 
rials he states, “By being ab¬ 
sorbed in politics for the first 
time in a long time, by 
watching friends die of AIDS, 
by working for the Night 
Kitchen (Children’s Theater), 
I’ve become a more social, po¬ 
litical animal.” Likewise, we 
can thank Sendak for the con¬ 
tinued growth and develop¬ 
ment of his characters and, 
based on his design work 
over the past decade with 
Houston Opera’s production 
of The Magic Flute and on 
Janacek’s Clever Little Vix¬ 


en, welcome him both as a 
fellow opera queen and ac¬ 
tivist.

Like Maurice, and Max, 
and the “poor little kid,” we 
all need uncles who have not

70s Punk Band Makes Strong Comeback 

Oblivion Postponed

Buzzcocks 

Trade Test Transmissions 
Caroline 

Just in time for the 
punk/new-wave revival, the 
Buzzcocks are back with their 
first studio album since 1980. 
Trade Test Transmissions 
doesn’t sound much different 
from vintage ‘Cocks, which is 
a good thing. These Brits put 
out a slew of pure, seamless 
pop-punk tunes in the late 
70s, which were considered, 
at least then, simply catchy. 
Now they seem timeless. 

The pop earmarks of the 
best Buzzcocks’ songs of yore, 
double-caffeinated rhythms, 
hum-along choruses, clever 
lyrics, are all here. There are 
no signs of atrophy in found¬ 
ing members Pete Shelley or 
Steve Diggle either: Shelley’s 
Manchester-accented squall 
sounds as urgent as ever, and 
guitarist Diggle’s playing is as 
frenetic as it was when he 
was a wee punk. (The pair 
are joined by new members 
Tony Barber and Phil Bark¬ 
er.) 


The band’s pop sensibility 
was one thing that always set 
it apart from its punk peers. 
Another thing that made the 
band distinctive was the 
queer eroticism of some of 
Shelley’s songs. Shelley was 
something of a rock ‘n’ roll 
idol for a generation of gays 
that came of age after Bowie 
and before Morrissey. He 
wrote perhaps the finest 
homo-rock song of all time, 
“Ever Fallen in Love,” which 
was also the band’s biggest 
U.K. hit. If you’ve only heard 
the Fine Young Cannibals 
shitty cover of the tune from 
the Something Wild sound¬ 
track, you owe it to yourself 
to check out the real thing. 

Shelley doesn’t offer many 
overtly queer reflections on 
the new album, but it’s nice 
to see that the man who 
brought us “Orgasm Addict” 
some 15 years ago, still has a 
knack for stylishly smutty 
verse. He starts off “Innocent” 
with the one-liner, “I thought 
you were so innocent until I 
got my penis bent.” On the 
safe-sex song, “Palm of Your 
Hand,” he sings the praises of 
the Ann Landers-endorsed

it comes off a bit too self-con¬ 
gratulatory. 

Another comic, Steven 
Moore, has one of those un¬ 
usual rubber faces that seems 
to swallow itself. His humor 
often derives from his HIV¬ 
positive status, and his mor¬ 
bid wit may take viewers by 
surprise. 

In the program’s silliest 
segment, local performers 
Porno Afro Homos send up 
the Home Shopping Net¬ 
work. But as funny as they 
are hawking various items of 
gay interest to the viewing 
audience, it’s drag diva Joan 
Jett Blakk’s guest perfor¬ 
mance as the Pomos’ “fierce” 
spokesmodel that steals the 
spotlight. 

And stand-up Bob Smith 
comes off too stiff on camera. 
Listed as one of Out There’s 
staff writers, as well as a 
member of New York’s Fun¬ 
ny Gay Males, Smith tells 
the show’s most sanitized 
jokes, but gets the least 
laughs. 

Davis, Gomez Shine 

The program’s “ rising star ” 
is Mark Davis. Or at least he 
is supposed to be. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the cameras fail to 
convey the enormous impact 
he had on the live audience. 
Even DeLaria, who was 
standing in the rear of the 
Music Hall during his set, 
laughed uncontrollably at his 
jokes. Davis is wickedly fun¬ 
ny — sharp, incisive, and a 
good mimic to boot. In one of 
his best bits, he delivers a 
searing imitation of Julia 
Child. 

With lesbian folk singer 
Phranc, there is only one 
problem. Her set is too short. 
Phranc’s “M-A-R-T-I-N-A,” a 
virtual spelling bee-of-a-love 
song to tennis great Navratilo¬ 
va, is all you see in the show’s 
final version. At the tapings 
she sang two other numbers, 
including a welcome re-inter¬ 
pretation of the old Herman’s

Hermits’ tune “Mrs. Brown 
You’ve Got a Lovely Daugh¬ 
ter.” 

Not surprisingly, local star 
Marga Gomez is the show’s 
outstanding performer. In 
fact, the live crowd’s foot- 
stomping reception nearly 
tore the roof off the house at 
the second taping. What sets 
Gomez apart from the other 
comics is that she ventures 
outside the bounds of gay-spe¬ 
cific humor in search of uni¬ 
versal comedy. In a great bit 
that involves her companion, 
Gomez makes observations 
that have less to do with be¬ 
ing a lesbian than with just 
being in a relationship — of 
any kind — straight or gay. 

Of course, flaws and all, it 
is amazing that Out There 
was made in the first place. 
Comedy Central deserves 
enormous praise for giving 
the green light to this project. 
With advertiser support run¬ 
ning strong for tomorrow’s 
debut, executives at the cable 
network are already dis¬ 
cussing a sequel in June to 
coincide with Stonewall’s 
25th Anniversary in New 
York. However, if Out There 
is any indication of lesbian 
and gay comedy-packaging to 
come, it may be wise to re¬ 
think the format’s least suc¬ 
cessful aspects. ▼

form of sexual release 
(“You’ve got instruments of 
pleasure at the ends of your 
sleeves”) but suggests that it’s 
more fun when practiced 
with a pal. 

For long-time ‘Cocks fans, 
Trade Test Transmissions 
will no doubt trigger fond 
memories of their pogoing 
youth. But this is more than 
just an exercise in nostalgia, 
as Shelley seems to imply on 
the title track: “Turn your ra¬ 
dio on/And I’ll sing you a 
song/Let’s get back to basics/I 
know just what you need.” 
The Buzzcocks, it appears, in¬ 
tend to be a presence in pop’s 
future. ▼

Madonnababble 

I Dream of Madonna: Women's Dreams of the Goddess of Pop, 
edited by Kay Turner; HarperCollins, $15.00

A cademia has turned 
pop superstar Madon¬ 
na into a cottage in¬ 
dustry. Over the past 
year, at least a half-dozen an¬ 
thologies of cultural discours¬ 
es related to her have popped 
up. As a long-standing 
Madonna devotee, I resent 
how professional intellectuals 
have glommed onto her and 
snatched her out of the grasp 


of the average fan. They 
make her seem too important 
and deep for us and, to a de¬ 
gree, belittle our very person¬ 
al responses to her. 

In contrast, feminist folk¬ 
lorist Kay Turner’s I Dream 
of Madonna emphasizes the 
personal. A compilation of 
transcribed dreams women 
have had about Madonna, 
beautifully illustrated by col¬ 
lages assembled by Turner 
and David Kolwyck, this 



Herb (Ritts) does Madonna. 
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book intimately testifies to 
the degree Madonna has infil¬ 
trated America’s subcon¬ 
scious. This infiltration can 
annoy — as Lynn eloquently 
states, “Would someone tell 
her to get the fuck out of my 
dreams?” — and provokes dis¬ 
turbing suggestions related to 
the power of popular media. 
But like a diary, I Dream of 
Madonna eschews theory 
and provides the kind of 
naked human insight fre¬ 
quently discounted by braini- 
acs suspicious of the unedu¬ 
cated masses. 

Clever Chameleon 

Madonna’s tremendous ap¬ 
peal resides in her remark¬ 
able ability to mean different 
things to different people. 
She’s a mutable, malleable 
figure. As indicated by the 
dreams recorded here, 
Madonna is many things to 
many people: to some she is a 
sex object; to others, a reli¬ 
gious icon whose personal at¬ 
tention is considered a bless¬ 
ing. “I was just another com¬ 
mon groupie trying to attract 
her angelic attentions,” Mary 
Margaret writes. “How can I 
impress this woman so she’ll 
pay attention to me?” 

Madonna’s most powerful 
incarnation is as mentor. She 
gives women encouragement 
to be and accept themselves 
and find strength in their own 
idiosyncracies. For Margie, 
Madonna solved a very seri¬ 
ous crisis: “I felt like I had 
been baptized by love and 
sex, that Madonna had some¬ 
how cleansed me of past ex¬ 
periences with a violent ex¬ 
lover. In the dream I experi¬ 
enced great relief from letting 
go of these painful memories 
and I cried with joy from 
Madonna’s gift.” To women 
like Margie, Madonna is a 
concentrated dose of self-help 
therapy. Her appearance in a 
dream positively affects their 
waking hours. 

The few teenagers includ¬ 
ed here have less complex 
emotional baggage and dream 
of Madonna as a lively pop 
star who likes to have a good 
time. She simply pops out of 
a poster in Jenna’s dream (age 
13) and starts dancing around. 
A different kind of good time 
is had by women who expe¬ 
rience Madonna as a sex part¬ 
ner. Their erotic dreams add 
a physical dimension to 
Madonna’s often exploitative 


and rarely discussed relation¬ 
ship with gay and lesbian cul¬ 
ture. 

Frozen Poultry 

The most entertaining 
dreams touch on the absurd. 
In Janet’s dream, Madonna 
and Sandra Bernhard work in 
a frozen chicken factory, a sil¬ 
ly situation that becomes 
eerie when she reveals that 
several people were killed 
when a frozen chicken plant 
exploded soon after she had 
this dream. (The spared two¬ 
some must have been smok¬ 
ing cigarettes in the parking 
lot.) Shades of Angie Dickin¬ 
son color Madonna’s appari¬ 
tion as a policewoman to Car¬ 
ol. And in Renee’s dream, the 
zaniest of them all, she and 
Madonna are riding a motor-

cycle with no motor (“I guess 
you could call it a cycle”) past 
a lake with baby sheep swim¬ 
ming around in it. They cap¬ 
ture one of the sheep, then 
decide to let it go. I wonder 
what Freud would make of 
that one. 

Colorful, accessible and al¬ 
ternately fascinating and 
disturbing, I Dream of 
Madonna is tarnished only 
by Turner’s questionable edit¬ 
ing. She includes two of her 
own dreams and is referred 
to in another. Most of the con¬ 
tributions fit into a narrow 
clique — late 20s, early 30s les¬ 
bians — consisting of, one pre¬ 
sumes, Turner’s circle of 
friends. I wish she had cast a 
wider net. And I wish she had 
saved her pedantic, overly 
long introduction for a more 
appropriate forum. By couch¬ 
ing these meaningful dreams 
in an academic context, she 
erroneously suggests they 
would be meaningless with¬ 
out it. ▼

After seeing a performance 
of the John Curry skating 
company some ten years ago, 
a New York dance critic 
wrote, “If dancing is how an¬ 
gels walk, then skating must 
surely be how angels dance.” 
During the holiday weekend, 
Bay Area audiences were 
treated to angels dancing at 
the Oakland Coliseum with 
the West Coast premiere of 
Cinderella . . . Frozen In 
Time. 

As a fairy tale, Cinderella 
may been frozen in time, but 
thanks to Dorothy Hamill’s 
Ice Capades, this favorite 
magical fantasy has come 


alive through the medium of 
spectacular skating. It is a 
medium adored by many of 
us gay men simply because it 
combines elements of both 
athleticism and the perform¬ 
ing arts. Hamill takes it a step 
further by transforming the 
skating rink into Broadway¬ 
like theatre, complete with el¬ 
egant costumes, special effects 
and an original music score. 
To add to the production’s 
special effects, the fluorescent 
plastic souvenirs held by the 
kids in the audience glowed 
as soon the house lights 
dimmed, creating the illusion 
of a starry-night sky. 

Dorothy Hamill, the 1976 
Olympic figure skating gold 
medalist and five time World

lighting effects could conceal 
the fact that another skater 
stood in as Cinderella for a 
couple of brief moments 
when Hamill needed to exit 
for a quick costume change. 
Former British Pairs Champi¬ 
on and Olympic competitor 
Andrew Naylor played oppo¬ 
site Hamill in the role of the 
Prince. A crowd favorite was 
J. Scott Driscoll who played 
the role of Buttons, the ever- 
cheerful and playful cellar 
boy who was Cinderella’s 
only source for fun and 
amusement. True to the char¬ 
acter he was playing, Driscoll 
teased and amused both Cin¬ 
derella and the audience with 
his gliding, sliding, leaping 
and twirling. 

The stepsisters 

Cinderella’s stepsisters 
were played by — hold your 
breath — two male skaters: 
Jerry Wheeler and Kirk 
Wyse. They were hilarious at 
best, portraying the well- 
known characters in a man¬ 
ner that was offbeat and out- 
of-sync with the rest of the 
cast. They provided the 
evening’s only falling on the 
ice. Their humorous charac¬ 
terization, however, fell short 
of depicting the infamous 
stepsisters as the cruel and 
bitchy siblings of the sweet 
Cinderella. One can imagine 
how hard it was for the kids 
to hate the stepsisters, a feel¬ 
ing that came easily while 
reading the fairy tale book. 

The production numbers 
were breathtaking and almost 
flawless as the elegantly 
dressed cast skated in a vari¬ 
ety of formations. In some 
ways the variety was reminis¬ 
cent of the marching bands in 
the Macy’s Thanksgiving Day 
Parade. The crowd roared in 
approval when the fairy god¬ 
mother summoned a silver 
sleigh pulled by torch-bearing 
humans — a clear deviation 
from the more familiar giant 
pumpkin. 

Did Jockey For Her 
impact the costumes? 

The costume design by 
Tony Award-winner Des¬ 
mond Heeley complemented 
every aspect of the produc¬ 


tion. Heeley successfully met 
the challenge of addressing 
the intricacies of skating 
while creating the complicat¬ 
ed illusions needed for a the¬ 
atrical interpretation of one of 
the most-loved fairy tales. 
Heeley used color to convey 
different moods and se¬ 
quences: black for sadness, 
brown and gray for peas¬ 
antry, and silver, gold and red 
for pageantry. Cinderella’s 
short peasant dress even en¬ 
abled the natural flashing of 
her underwear, presumably a 
tribute to the show’s sponsor, 
Jockey For Her. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the Prince’s costume re¬ 
sembled that of a toy soldier 
and diminished, by a few 
points at least, the elegance of 
what should have been a 
wardrobe of palace royalty. 

One production aspect that 
will probably outlast the ex¬ 
perience from this spectacular 
show is the music. Composed 
by Michael Conway Baker, 
this original score was per¬ 
formed and recorded by the 
Sinfonia of London Orches¬ 
tra. The music is lyrical and 
romantic, playful and inspir¬ 
ing. Listening to a recording 
of the score will certainly en¬ 
able the listener to re-live the 
magical moments of Cin¬ 
derella...Frozen In Time. 

Further adventures of 
Dorothy 

Hamill, not just the star of 
the show, owns the entire 
production, having purchased 
the rights to Ice Capades in 
June of 1993. With the pur¬ 
chase came her commitment 
to setting a new standard of 
excellence in ice entertain¬ 
ment. Cinderella is composed 
of two entire traveling casts, 
on both the East and West 
coasts. They will each be on 
the road for an entire seven 
months. 

What’s next after Cinderel¬ 
la? Hamill’s company is mail¬ 
ing an audience survey to find 
out what other fairy tales or 
stories they would like to see 
produced by the Ice Capades. 
My guess is that Sleeping 
Beauty is next to come alive 
on the frozen arena, awak¬ 
ened by a kiss from Prince 
Charming on ice skates. ▼
